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Selling Sanitation 

Selling is the big problem of industry to- 
day, and it is recognized as such. This is 
what marks the difference between the 
present-day conception of business’ greatest 
need and that which predominated, say, two 
or three years ago and was most clearly 
proved to be erroneous about the middle of 
1929. For several years after the set-in of 
business recovery from the changed condi- 
tions resulting from the passing of wartime 
extraordinariness—say, about 1924—it was 
quite generally believed that all that was 
necessary to assure a constantly increasing 
volume of sales was increasing production. 
The world was short of supplies of most 
articles of commerce. It had needs. It 
bought to fill these needs, and it bought, 
under the influence of stimulative sales 
promotion, many things for which it had no 
need, but which it was induced to desire by 
the attractiveness given to these things in 
their enthusiastic presentation for sale. 





Then came, some three or four years 
later, recognition of the fact that production 
had been developed far beyond the ca- 
pacity of the world’s markets to absorb, 
even with the able and more or less logical 
sales appeals set up for new articles and to 
extend the acceptance of other articles pre- 
viously enjoying substantial popularity. 
During the next two years or so, the ma- 
jor efforts of business to cope with this sit- 
uation were, naturally and soundly, devoted 
to the more intensive development of exist- 
ing markets and the discovery and develop- 
ment of new markets. But, productive ex- 
pansion was not checked, and special efforts 
were exerted toward getting more and still 
more capital for the further development of 
the already over-sufficient productive ca- 
pacity of industry. Then came the unwel- 
come and somewhat disastrous discovery 
that the specific gravity of the inflated or 
watered foundation on which the growing 
business structure was based was too low 
to sustain the weight that it was called upon 
to bear. Slowly, since the collapse of foun- 
dation and structure, it has dawned on most 
business men that it would be better to 
build on a foundation that is wider as well 
as stronger; that the permanent business 
structure must be planned and built with a 
harmonization of demand and supply; that 
it is better to make as you can sell rather 
than to let production anticipate too far the 
possibilities of created demand. 

So it is that the meetings of trade organi- 
zations have come, in the past two years, to 
be devoted largely to discussion of the 
newly recognized basic problem of business, 
that is how to sell more goods. This will 
be the major theme of the meeting of the 
Insecticide and Disinfectant Manufaciurers 
Association to be held in the first week in 
June. The products of the industry of 
which this organization is representative are 
necessary articles of commerce. They are 
of universal usefulness. Their use is increas- 
ing. So, also, is the capacity for their pro- 
duction. Evidently it is necessary that the 
structure of the industry be built, insofar as 


its future is concerned, with due regard for 
the necessity of adjusting production and 
distribution to a satisfactory balance. 

The association, in its coming meeting, 
will get some expert advice as to how to de- 
velop salesmanship and selling results. It 
will be told of the newer ideas in sales pro- 
motion, some of which have been proved 
by extensive experimentation. It will be 
given a lesson in that most important sub- 
ject, how to get more business. The mem- 
bers of the association will, of course, be 
faced with the problem of applying the 
knowledge thus imparted to their particular 
1eeds. ‘That is a matter, obviously, for the 
individual. The important thing is that the 
information is to be made available. 

Sanitation is the field in which the oppor- 
tunities of the manuiacturers of insecticides 
and disinfectants lie. (Their association 
would be better designated if this fact were 
evidenced in its name.) It is true that some 
of their products are more directly applic- 
able to the promotion of the simple com- 
forts of daily life; but, fundamentally, they 
are articles which make for the healthful- 
ness of living, whether they contribute 
through the eradication of visible pests or 
through checking the inroads of micro- 
scopic enemies of mankind. 

The service of insecticides and disinfec- 
tants to humanity is basically a cleansing 
process. ‘They clean up, clean out, and help 
to keep clean. The association of manufac- 
turers of these cleansing agents, therefore, 
would well become more closely associated 
with the national sanitary program repre- 
sented by the clean-up and paint-up cam- 
paigns carried on in all parts of the coun- 
try. Nothing is clean that is infested with in- 
sects or detrimental bacteria. No clean-up 
campaign can be wholly effective which 
does not include among its objectives the 
eradication of these obnoxious and dan- 
gerous pests. ‘There is, therefore, a large 
and an important place for the manufactur- 
ers of insecticides and disinfectants in the 
well-organized work which seeks sanitation 
as well as improved appearances through 
clean-up and paint-up efforts. Their associ- 
ation should endeavor to co-ordinate their 
activities (sales-promotion work) with those 
of other industries now contributing finan- 
cially and physically to the promotion of 
sanitary conditions. 

In its coming meeting the Insecticide and 
Disinfectant Manufacturers Association has 
decided to be selfish. Its sessions will not be 
open to those who are not members of the 
organization. ‘This is a form of enlightened 
selfishness, a recognition of the fact that 
only those who are willing to contribute to 
the improvement of their service to the pub- 
lic should share in the results of such en- 
deavors. Co-operation helps competition, 
but it should not be expected to help build 
up competition where reciprocal co-opera- 
tion is not extended. 





Tariffs Dam Trade Channels 


A most significant criticism of the failure 
to adapt political thought and policy in the 
United States to the changed position of the 


nation in world economic relations was 
voiced, last week, at the Congress of the 
International Chamber of Commerce by the 
director of the German statistical office. 
While this official may be assumed to have 
been influenced to an extent by the economic 
plight of his country, there can be no ques- 
tion that the role of creditor nation in world 
affairs, which has been acquired by the 
United States, has not been adequately com- 
prehended by those who have had a part in 
the subsequent determination of its politico- 
economic policy. 

\World trade was forced to follow largely 
a one-way channel under the special oppor- 
tunities enjoyed by the United States in the 
decade following the World War. World 
trade must flow in both directions, or it will 
dwindle to an insignificant volume, because 
the nations which cannot sell, eventually 
cannot buy, and their reserve of purchasing 
power, transferred to creditor nations, be- 
comes largely useless if it cannot be re- 
employed. Naturally, the value of this idle 
purchasing power, represented by accumula- 
tions of gold, must be subtracted from the 
total value of world trade—and it is from 
trade and not from gold balances that even 
creditor nations must derive prosperity. 

The significant point made by the German 
economic expert was stated substantially as 
follows :-— 

In former days, when Great Britain was the 
hub of export capital, that nation clung to free 
trade, and it was possible to repay Great Britain 
in goods. Now, America has become the prin- 
cipal creditor nation, with high tariffs that are 
being made still higher. She has thereby reached 
a stage of development which is full of contradic- 
tions both from the international and American 
standpoints, and this has greatly contributed to 
the difficulty in the way of movement of geld and 
capital. 

What is the answer to the problem pre- 
sented by this exhaustion of the purchasing 
power of the foreign markets for American 
goods? Shall the money be returned to the 
other nations as loans or placed at their dis- 
posal as credit deposits, in order that they 
may be able to buy some more American 
goods? That would be pushing the prac- 
tice of international banking far up into the 
theories of frenzied finance, and attempting 
to supplement the economically unsound be- 
lief that a nation can be self-contained with 
the greater fallacy that a nation can go forth 
into the world’s markets to sell, but buy 
nothing. How long would an individual 
exist under such a policy? And self-suffi- 
ciency is much easier for the individual than 
for the state. Consideration of this problem 
of stagnated world trade must be directed 
in the political thought of the United States 
to the damming effect of high tariffs. <A 
large part of the bigger problem of economic 
depression is attributable, as an American 
transportation leader recently declared—and 
his assertion was applauded by eminent men 
ot finance—to— 

The tariff walls which nearly all nations are 
building against one another, tending to separate 
the different countries into hermetically sealed 
compartments, so far as commerce is concerned, 


and further complicating the problem of the war 
debts.

total German chemical output, admit- 
ted its sales of tixed nitrogen declined 
markedly last year. This item accounts 
for fully half of the company’s out- 
put. The potash syndicate also re- 
ported a loss of business. In contrast 
to most of the major chemical items, 


sales of German coaltar dyes held up 
relatively well, which fact was believed 
due to changes in style to darker 
shades and an active demand by cer- 


tain special customers. 
The German chemical industry, the 
report showed, ranks second to the 


United States chemical industry as a 


producer of chemical products. Based 
on figures for 1927, which were the 
latest available, 16.5 percent of the 
world’s total chemical output came 
from Germany, while 43 percent of the 
total came from the United States. 


There were about 3,000 plants employ- 


ing about 320,000 workers in Germany 
in 1930 in the manufacture of chemi- 
cals, and it was estimated that the 


total capitalization of those plants was 
around six billion marks. 

While the German chemical industry 
ranked second to the United States in 
production, it was first in the list of 
exporting nations, which position it has 


consistently held for many years. 
Chemical imports in 1930 from _ the 


United States were estimated at about 
$22,000,000, and it was noted that ben- 
zol imports from the United States in- 
creased despite an additional duty and 
larger domestic output. Leading chem- 
ical iterns imported from the United 
States included in the order of their 
importance benzol, rosin, phosphate 
rock, turpentine oil, sulphur, carbon 
black, borax ore and borax. 

Figures of production of nitrogen 
have not been published, but it was 
estimated that the total was approxi- 
mately 600,000 tons, or about 60 per- 
cent of capacity. Production of super- 
phosphate from African and American 
rock phosphate totaled 792,000 tons in 
1928, the latest year for which figures 
were available. It was assumed that 
1930 production was somewhat larger 
because of the recovery in superphos- 
phate consumption in competition with 
basic slag. 


Sulphuric Acid Output 


The latest official figures of produc- 
tion of sulphuric acid were for 1928, 
when a total of 1,555,100 metric tons 
was produced, of which 73 percent was 
from pyrites, 13 percent from zine 
blend and the rest from other sulphur 
recoveries. Unofficial figures give a 
total production of 1,700,000 tons in 
1929. Hydrochloric and nitric acid 
production figures have not been pub-

The committee will present its views 
at the meeting of the subcommittee 
on vitamin standards of the Health 
Organization of the League of Nations 
in London on June 17. The formal 
presentation will be prepared by a 
committee consisting of Dr. H. C. 
Sherman, chairman of the vitamin 
standards committee of the American 
Chemical Society; Dr. L. B. Mendel, of 


Yale University; Dr. E. B. Nelson, of 
the Food and Drug Administration: 
Dr. Charles E. Bills, of Mead, John- 
son & Co.; Dr. McCullen, of Johns 
Hopkins University; Dr. Holmes, 
chairman of the vitamin standards 
committee of the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association, and Dr. 


Harry Steenbock, of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

The report will be presented in Lon- 
don by Drs. Holmes and Steenbock 
and they in turn will return with the 
recommendations of the London con- 
ference and it is hoped that uniform 
definite standards will be made in- 
ternational. 

At the May 7 meeting the committee 
unanimously decided to make the new 
methods of standardization the sub- 
ject of a year’s study and research 
before releasing them. As the London 
report will be made during the fall of 
this year and the methods will then 
be intensively studied, it is anticipated 
that the modified standards will be 
published by the revision committee 
during 1933 at the earliest. 

Professor Cook stated that 
suance of modified standards during 
the ten years between issues of the 
pharmacopoeia was a part of the policy 
of the revision committee and fully 
authorized. Heretofore the difficulties 
of this procedure have been the neces-

German Potash Interests

Join in Oil Activities 

The German potash enterprises in 
the current oil exploration in Germany 
is reported increasing. The Winter- 
shall corporation, after investing in the 
Elwerath company operating in Han- 
over, is said to be negotiating with the 
county of Muelhausen, Prussia, 
rights to prospect for oil in a number 
of subdivisions: this arrangement 
would cancel a deal for the same pur- 
pose about to be negotiated with the 
Burbach company. Burbach has closed 
a contract to drill for oil on the Thur- 
ingian property of the town of Muehl- 
hausen, and in the Menterode district. 
It is already drilling in Hanover, partly 
on its own and partly on a consortium 
account. Its Volkenroda mine 
been flowing 400 barrels of oil 
for a considerable time, at levels be- 
low the potash deposits. The Volken- 
roda oil is being delivered to the Ger- 
man dye trust’s Leunawerke, where it 
is supposedly being hydrogenated to 
“synthetic gasoline,” according to the 
Department of Commerce. 

The Prussian state, Preussag, also 
interested in potash, was a pioneer in 
entering German oil prospecting when 
it purchased property last year from 
the Anton Roky Company, operating in 
Hanover. Preussag is now reported 
contemplating erection of a refinery at 
Peine, with a probable capacity of 400,- 
000 barrels of crude. (Trade Commis- 
sioner W. T. Daugherty, Berlin.)

keynote address of the evening with 
“The Challenge of 193 as his topic. 


Following Mr. Allen, an address was 
delivered by Arthur D. Little, chem- 
ical and industrial enginnr, Cambridge, 
Mass., who was the guest speaker 
Another scheduled speaker, Lowell 
Thomas, failed to appear. Mr. Little ad- 
vocated intensive chemical research for 
better control of processes, reduction 
of costs, creation of new markets by 
finding new uses for old products and 
of new products to create new wants 
He decried the tendency of 
“short-sighted” manufacturers to dis- 
charge research men as their first 
in economy when business was bad. 

The plea of Mr. Allen for political 
activity by business men was 
tained in his statement as follows: 

We are accustomed to refer to the 
situation in terms of an era 
of depression. This is incorrect, for wé 
are in the throes of an economic revolu- 
tion and emerging into a new era. The 
stability and the permanence of our exist- 
ing or nization and business structure 
is on trial. And I ask you, are we going 
to haye a continuation of individualism 
or a process of socialization? From our 
Federal and State capitols we hear the 
political pleas for increased federal and 
state participation in and control of busi-

ness It is a challenge to our present 
economic system. We must not deceive 
ourselves, for the trends are definitely 


toward socialization. Therefore, we ask, 
“How far will this Russianization pro- 
ceed? What is the answer of American 
business?” 

We are all familiar with the complete 


failure of attempts by many of the world’s 
nations at price fixing, as in coffee, rub- 
ber and wheat. Glaring examples of 
government failures in business. The fed- 





eral operation and control of railroads 
cannot be termed a_ success Musele 
Shoals is still a live issue. If our govern- 
ment is to sell electrical energy it is but a 


step more to other forms of energy, name- 
ly, the production and transportation of 
coal and oil. Furthermore, there is a seri- 
ous legal question as to the constitutional- 
ity of certain of the present federal opera- 
tions as they involve the use of the power 
and resources of all the people, to destroy 


the business and the savings of a part 
of the people. 

In our political system, the individual 
is first, and in Russia the political sys- 
tem is first. The fanatical devotion of 
the emotional Slav to the Russian fetish 
is a threat to the standards of other coun- 
tries What other nation is content with 
a diet of herring and black broth, plus 
the absence of home ties and religion? 

On the Soviet five-year plan there are 
two schools of thought. First. it is con- 
tended that the plan is doomed to a fai!- 
ure which will not make an economic 
ripple on the world trade ;—Second, that 
it is an immediate threat to existing sys- 
tems in every civilized country A care- 
ful scrutiny of the facts shows that the 


progress of the five-year nlan, while some- 


what behind schedule, is very positive 
along both industrial and agricultural 
lines. The price position of Seviet ex- 
ports is well known. Cost of production 
is not considered. The significant point 
is the position of the Soviet labor, for 
the labor cost is a complete unknown 


quantity in all Russian merchandise. The 
cost of wheat at the ports of exportation 
to the Soviet is essentially the cost of 
transportation from the fields to the mar- 
kets of exportation. Whether you take 
timber or manufactured products, labor 
continues, and will always be as long as 
the present system exists, a negligible un- 
recognized quantity. 

In Barron’s Weekly, May 4th, there is 
a paragraph that states.—‘‘Soviet Russiz 
will cut grain exports in proportion as 
is able to obtain foreign credits. Will 
retain grain and other consumers’ goods 
within its borders if it can obtain cred- 
its for purchase of machinery and other 
producers’ goods.

Lower prices for stearate drier ma- 
terials served as the outstanding price 
movement in the market for paint, var- 
nish and lacquer products last week. 
That movement was accompanied by 
a decline in prices for palmitate driers 
ind the salts affected included alumi- 
num, calcium, magnesium and zine. 
Lower prices for cadmium sulphide 
comprised the only other development 
in the price side of the market, while 
the demand angle did not change ma- 
terially from a week ago. Taken gen- 


erally, the suppliers of the several raw 
materials could not point to any vis- 
ible betterment of business during the 


initial week of May. 

According to representative opinions 
in the trade, April was a fairly good 
montl having improved over March 
ind also over April of last vear. There 
were some exceptions to this gene1 





ality. the varnish gum division having 
been the most notable. With the sea 
sonal decline that is usual around this 
time of the year the month of May

Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Lead prices were unchanged in the 
domestic markets last week at 4c. per 
pound, basis New York, and 3.80c. per 
pound at East St. Louis. As the week 
progressed, lead buyers expressed a 
littie more confidence in the situation 
and the movement of stocks was more 
brisk. In the interim between the pre- 
cipitation of prices a week ago and the 
middle of last week, the buying trade 
had been cautious because of the pos- 
sibility of further reductions but at 
last week's close sentiment was some- 
what brighter and the market was rel- 
atively steady. The London market 
showed a better average price than a 
week ago and by means of small ad- 
vances each day the close was 10s. 
above the opening figure. 

The zine market continued to de- 
cline. A 5 point drop occurred Monday 
and a similar decline was effected on 
the following day. The closing prices 
were 3.25c. per pound at East St. 
Louis and 3.61e. per pound, basis New 
York. The quotations continued large- 
ly as nominal figures and the trade 
was selling very little zinc at these 
vilues. The only consoling feature was 


the initiation of some small degree of 
betterment in the London market.

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Pigments 


From the angle of price develop 
ments the pigment materials market 
has been featureless since the two r¢ 
ductions that occurred in lead oxides 
i week ago. Lead itself was appar- 
ently a steady metal last week. White 
lead-in-oil continued to find a good 
demand and titanium pigment moved 
forward in round lots, but the re- 
mainder of the pigment list did noth- 
ing more than to hold its own last 
week. At virtually every selling base 
last week the factors declared that 
things were just about the same as 
previously. 5 

White Lead. The opening week in 
May furthered the fairly active demand 
that has been running for lead-in-oil, 
but the dry pigments did not advance 
beyond their former proportions. Prices 
were steady in all directions. 

Red Lead.—The demand side of the 
market continued in rather slow fash- 
ion last week while prices were lack- 
ing in new developments since the two 
cuts that occurred a week ago. The rul- 
ing price for dry material in casks 
was 74,c¢. per pound 

Litharge.—Slowness of demand was 
the main feature in the market for this 
oxide last week. There have been no 
developments in prices since the cut 
in the commercial grade a week ago, 
which placed the market for material 
in casks at 64c. per pound. 

Lithopone.—Representative producers 
could accurately report that April con- 
sumption was better than March, but 
demand fell off during the past week 
and from early indications it did not 
appear as though May would be a good 
month. <A seasonal decrease in tak- 
ings would figure largely in the May 
aggregate. Prices continued steady at 
the basis of 4%c. per pound in car 
lots. 

Orange Mineral.—Like other lead ox- 
ides this material was in slow demand 
and no developments have taken place 
in the price situation since the two 
cuts which were effected a week ago 
and which placed the market for Amer- 
ican in casks at 9c. to 10%c. per 
pound. 

Titanium Pigment.—A good, steady 
demand continued to furnish the fea- 
ture for this product and also the en- 
tire list of pigments. The price struc- 
ture was rigidly firm at 6%c. to 6%c. 
per pound for car lot quantities of the 
barium base article and Te. to Thee. 
per pound for calcium. 

Zine Oxide.—Last week’s movement 
of materials into consumption was just 
about equal with that of the preceding 
week, according to leading producers. 
The paint manufacturing trade did not 
evidence any attempts to advance their 
takings, while rubber manufacturers 
were apparently ordering out replace- 
ment to the limit warranted by the 
current scale of operations in that in- 
dustry. Prices for all grades remained 
steady and, unchanged.

Flake White.— The producers con- 
tinued to quote the market for this 
pigment at 11%c. per pound in bar- 
rels. Demand was no better than pre- 
viously. 

Antimony White.—Sellers’ quotations 
last week were unchanged from the 
preceding week at 10%c. to 11%e. per 
pound. The demand side of the mar- 
ket was without any particular feature 
last week. 


Dry Colors 


The principal movement in the color 
market last week was an easement in 
the price of cadmium yellow. The 
sroup of chemical colors passed the 
week without alteration while earth 
colors also occupied an unchanged 
place in the general sphere of the mar- 
ket. Orders against contracts con- 
tinued in somewhat mixed fashion, but 
were generally of good frequency and 
aggregating to sizable proportions. 

Cadmium Sulphide.—Last week sell- 
ers of this yellow were offering sup- 
plies at 70c. to 80c. per pound, com- 
pared with former quotations of 80c. 
to 90c. per pound. The movement into 
consumption was not very active. 

Carbon Black.—Prices for the stand- 
ard grade remained at 3c. per pound 
for car lot quantities, f.o.b. Texas, and 
Was reasonably steady at that figure 
despite the continuance of occasional 
offerings at a fractional concession. 
Makers said that demands continued 
to show a slow broadening. Accord- 
ing to the opinion of one factor in this 
color, prices would not be advanced 
for the remainder of the year. It was 
stated that the heavy supply on hand 
would weigh strongly against any up- 
ward move in the market 

Chrome Green.—Current quotations 
were based at 28c. to 33c. per pound 
for dark; 23ec. to 25l¢6c. per pound for 
light; and 26c. to 271%4c. per pound for 
the medium grade. These prices did 
not represent a decline, as indicated a 
week ago, but indicated the level at 
which the sellers have been quoting 
for some time. 

Chrome Oxide.—This color was also 
lacking in new feature over the period. 
Quotations for the domestic article 
continued at 23c. to 26c. per pound. 

Iron Oxide.—Replacement ordering 
last week was routine and confined to 
the regular channels of consumption. 
There were no price changes reported 
last week. 

Ocher.—There were no new develop- 
ments in this yellow last week. AS 
previously reported, the lowest price 
heard for the domestic yellow product 
Was $22 per ton. 


Toner Reds.—Withdrawals against 
contracts were again routine last 
week. Despite the price reduction on 


litho] and toluidin toners a few weeks 
ago, April consumption was thought 
to have been satisfactory to the mak- 
ers. The initial week in May held its 
own with the April average. Prices 
were steady and unchanged. 


Colors in Oil 


Fair demands were noted in the 
sroup of oil colors last week. Several 
of the regular lines of outlet ordered 
replacement in fair quantity last week 
and the seven-day period was regard- 
ed as having been satisfactory. Prices 
for the materials included in the group 
were Without new feature. 


Varnish Gums 


The initial week of the new month 
did not furnish any addition of life 
in the market for varnish gums. Ex- 
treme quiet prevailed and such orders 
that were received by the importers 
were mainly confined to mere jobbing 
lots. Prices were nominal throughout. 
Most gums could be bought at a con- 
cession from the nominal levels but 
so far as basic changes in price were 
concerned, there were no such move- 
ments last week. 

Copals.—The market idled through 
the past week. Because of underlying 
conditions in the primary markets 
quotations for black East India gum 
remained steady but the remainder of 
the list was subject to occasional 
concessionary offerings. Prices for the 
entire group depended largely upon the 
sellers’ wishes to liquidate rather than 
upon supply and demand conditions 
here or at the primary market. 

Dammars.—Neither the Singapore nor 
Batavia gums showed any distinct 
change in appearance last week. As 
in the case of other gums, the market 
was idle and prices were to a major 
extent nominal. The No. 1 Singapore 
Was quoted at lic. to 15%e. per pound 
and jatavia standard A/E was 
named at 1014sc. to lle. per pound, 
but these figures were purely nominal 
ind in some directions it was possible 
to do less. 

Elemi.—The lethargic position that 
this gum has occupied for some time 
was still in evidence last week. Prices 
were nominal only and quoted at the 
hasis of the most recent sales. 


Makers of this 2um reported 
that a good demand has appeared 
within the past ten days. Some sellers 
were well sold on their current stocks 
ind, it has been necessary in some 
causes to make part shipments.

Department of Commerce declared 
that exports of kauri gum from Auck- 
land during 1930 totaled 8,552,000 
pounds, approximating $922,000 
value, compared with 11,059,000 pounds, 
valued at $1,301,000 during 1929, 
Mechanical digging operations re- 
ported previously are being carried on 
at Tomarata, near Wellsford and near 
Awanui, North Auckland, for the pur- 
pose of making the production of kauri 
gum chips a more profitable business. 
Two light mobile motor driven shovels 
now in use are expected to carry the 
work effectively on which formerly 
required 60 hand laborers. 

Sandarac.—Holders were still quot- 
ing the market at 18ec. to 19c. per 
pound and declared that very little 
activity was current. One importer 
indicated that the higher qualities were 
not being offered from the primary 
market.

Metal Leaf 


Gold and aluminum leaf continued 
to occupy the steady position that has 
characterized them for some time past. 
Both the imported and domestic grades 
of metal leaf, however, were subject to 
some degree of weakness while also 
continuing under light demands. 


Lacquer Materials 


The market for the various lacquer 
solvents moved through a comparative- 
ly quiet week. Although the demand 
tailed to show an appreciable broaden- 
ing, the sentiment in the general mar- 
ket appeared greatly improved by 
Virtue of the betterment in the auto- 
mobile industry. Prices were without 
alteration. At the same time a steadier 
tone was noted in ethyl acetate. Auto- 
mobile production in April, outside of 
Ford, as reported by the National 
Chamber of Commerce, was 231,117 
cars for United States and Canada, a 
sain of 20 percent over March. Ford 
output in April was 117,891 cars, com- 
pared with 99,035 units in the previous 
month. Indications were apparent that 
the May production would exceed that 
of April. 

Acetone.—While the spot trading in 
this material was a comparatively slow 
affair last week, leading sellers in- 
dicated that no slackening was noted in 


the shipments moving against con- 
tracts. Prices were without change. 


Amyl Acetate.—Regular buyers sup- 
plied the activity in this direction last 
week, with takings aggregating a sub- 
stantial volume during the week. Quo- 
tations were in conformity with the 
schedule in effect previously. 

Butyl Acetate——A strong undertone 
characterized the trading in this mar- 


ket last week. Leading sellers re- 
ported that a substantial volume of 
business had been realized in April. 


Prices were unchanged. 

Butyl Aleohol—Major consumers 
showed a tendency to expand com- 
mitments during the week. Spot mar- 
ket dealings consisted of the replenish- 


ing of supplies by occasional con- 
sumers and sizable jobbing orders. 


Prices were without change. 

Butyl Propionate.—Conditions were 
relatively unchanged from those ex- 
isting in the previous week, with the 
call highly irregular, but a steady to 
firm tone in evidence throughout the 
period under review. 

Dibuty!l Phthalate—While the re- 
quest noted a tendency to slacken at 
intervals during the period under re- 
view, leading sellers intimated that 
prices were fairly well held at the 
levels in vogue previously. 

Ethyl! Acetate.—With the slight bet- 
terment noted in the automobile in- 
dustry last week, the market for this 
commodity displayed a steadier tone. 
At the same time sentiment appeared 
greatly improved by the early esti- 
mates of the May automobile produc- 
tion which was expected to be slightly 
in excess of the April output of 231,117 
ears in the United States and Canada 
excluding the Ford output. 


Window Glass 


While the manufacturers of 
have been holding production down to 
an extremely low point, demand ap- 
pears to be sinking further. It has 
been estimated that current production

but the receding output did not seem 
sufficient to absorb stocks and to ef- 
fect a neutralization to prices.

Glass from Basic Slag 
Made by New Process 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 7, 1931. 

A discovery that glass may be 
made from granulated basis slag from 
blast furnaces is reported by Dr. C. A. 


sasore, professor of chemistry and in- 
dustrial research, at the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, Auburn, Ala. 
From 40 to 75 percent of the charge is 
slag, he states. Dr. Basore has made 
different types of glass on a laboratory 
scale and the best conditions for mak- 
ing the various types are being devel- 


oped in his laboratory. One type of 
glass made has excellent insulating 
qualities, he said. Another type _ is 


either transparent or semi-transparent. 

The Auburn professor thinks it prob- 
able that slag, as well as the heat it 
contains when it leaves the blast fur- 
nace, may be used in the manufacture 
of glass by adding sand and carrying 


it a step further. At present the slag 
is discarded and the heat it contains 
when it leaves the furnace is lost. 


However, it is necessary to anneal the 
glass. The method Dr. Basore has de- 
veloped depends upon processes for re- 


moving impurities which has inter- 
fered with the manufacture of glass 
from slag. 





Chicago Production Club

Plans Fence Experiments 
CHICAGO, May 6, 1931. 
The Chicago Paint and Varnish Pro- 
duction Club, which last year attracted 
considerable attention in the industry 
by its experimental work in connection 
with the erection and maintenance of 
a test fence for paints, is committed 
to further intensification of this line of 
work and this year will go into this 
matter on a more comprehensive basis. 
At the May meeting of the club, 


held May 4, the members discussed 
plans for continuation of this work 
this year, and centered interest on a 


new fence near Chicago for additional 
tests. The original test fence is lo- 
cated near Floosmoor, a Chicago su- 
burb. A good attendance was present 
at the meeting. Considerable interest 
has been aroused in industries related 


to the paint industry. For instance, 
leading figures in the National Lum- 


bers Manufacturers’ Association, which 
met recently in Chicago, studied the 
fence and the entire project, and other 
authorities throughout the country 
have shown much interest.

Trade News Briefs 


The Tintic Lead Company, Salt Lake 
City, has an ore body in its Horn Silver 
mine which carries 50 percent of lead. 
It is shipping about five carloads 
weekly. 


Computation of paint sales in the

Turner & Newell, Ltd., asbestos pro- 
ducers and manufacturers, London, 
have declared an interim dividend of 
244 percent, which compared with 5 
percent paid on the last previous dis- 
bursement. 


Stockholders of the Independence 
Lead Company, Wallace, Idaho, have 
sanctioned the taking over of the Clay- 
ton Mining Company and the West 
Hunter Company, properties adjoining 
the Independence properties. 


J. H. Hopkins, who has been assist- 
ant controller of the Atlantic branch of 
the National Lead Company since 1928, 
has been transferred to the Boston of- 
fice, where he will take charge of the 
accounts of the National-Boston Lead 
Company. He assumed his new duties 
May 1. 


Ferd Derrick, president of the Cin- 
cinnati Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, 
has appointed Frank Shrader, Charles 
Ek. Ginn and C. Edgar Wilson, a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions on the death 
of James W. Burgett, President of the 
Burgett Varnish Company. Mr. Bur- 
gett died April 27. 


The Lockwood Paint and Glass Com- 
pany and E. P. Gilson & Co., dealer in 
paints and oils, are two of a dozen 
concerns in Paducah, Ky., who are ac- 
tive in a co-operative advertising cam- 
paign on home modernization, telling 
home owners the advantages of having 
their homes improved at this time. 


Triplex Safety Glass Company re- 
ported net profit of $34,075 for the 
year ended December 31, 1930, after 
charges, depreciation and provision for 
taxes and obsolescence. This was equal 
to $2.31 per share on 14,750 shares of 
7 percent preferred stock and com- 
pared with $116,735, or 7 cents per 
share on 182,250 no-par common 
shares, after preferred dividends in 
1929 Current assets totalled $881,675 
at the end of the year and current 
liabilities were $44,313 against $850,000 
and $50,000 respectively at the end of 
1929. 


George Henderson, president of 
Brandram-Henderson, Ltd., paint man- 
ufacturers, Montreal, stated that sales 
of the company for the first quarter of 
the current fiscal year throughout the 
country are below those in last year 
for the same period, but, he points out, 
the great sales slump of 1930 had not 
developed at that time, which repre- 
sents probably the high-water mark of 
sales in the paint industry of Canada 
for all time. Making a comparison 
between the last three months of 1930 
and the first three of 1931, however, 
shows a substantial improvement in 
business, Mr. Henderson noted. 


Official figures issued by the Canadian 
Bureau of Statistics show exports of 
Canadian asbestos in March, 1931, in- 
creased over February, but were well 
below the figures for March, 1930. The 
United States continued to be the 
largest purchaser, taking a total of 
$374,334, while Italy, Japan, Belgium 
and the United Kingdom exports fig- 
ured in the order named, but in much 
smaller amounts. The United King- 
dom, was, however, the largest pur- 
chaser of manufactured asbestos. Im- 
ports of asbestos in March totaled $97,- 
268, compared with $42,816 in Febru- 
and $85,675 in March, 1930.

Inquiries were re- 
ceived in some quarters in a fair vol- 
ume, but much of the purchasing was 
confined to unimportant quantities, 
consumers in many cases being disin- 
clined for one reason or another to 
operate in advance of requirements. 
Price movements were irregular. 

Sales of turpentine in primary mar- 
kets as officially reported were light 
or moderate. Quotations continued to 
show irregularity and this was re- 
flected in foreign centers. Reports 
were current of a somewhat better ex- 
port inquiry, but actual sales were ap- 
parently not large. So far as futures 
were concerned domestic buyers were 
still disinclined to enter into commit- 
ments for distant deliveries in view ot 
the irregularity of spot quotations and 
uncertainty as to the size of the prob- 
able production during the current 
season. 7 io 

As to the output this season It 18 
of considerable interest to note that 
in an official report issued from Wash- 
ington last week it was stated that 
sales of new turpentine cups during 
the past winter of all types for use In 
the season of 1931-32 amounted to 
only 1,085,000, or 108% crops of 10,000 
cups each. This is approximately 10 
percent of the number sold last sea- 
son and is the smallest number sold 
for any season for which the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
collected this information. 

The number of new turpentine cups 
sold. as a rule, is an indication of the 
probable production for the coming 
season, but it is pointed out that in 
the present season the tremendous re- 
duction in the number of new cups 
installed does not mean a proportion- 
ate reduction in the quantity of naval 
stores that will be produced, the small 
number of cups purchased to replace 
old ones being taken as a reflection otf 
depressed conditions among naval 
stores producers and will likely result 
in a smaller quantity of the pale 
grades of rosin. Sales of cups for the 
current season were about 10,000,000 
less than in the previous season and 
23.300,009 less than two years aso. 

Rosin was irregular in Soutnern 
markets last week, the range cn the 
dark and medium grades again beins 
unusually wide. According to official 
returns, sales in primary centers were 
comparatively light. There were fur- 
ther rains in parts of the South with 
temperatures in some sections . still 
rather low, but the movement from 
the woods showed some expansion and 
stocks in primary centers again Im- 
creased. E

Turpentine Cup Sales 
Declined 90% for Season 


Sales during the past winter of new 
turpentine cups of all tvpes for use il 
the season of 1931-32 amounted to onl\ 
1,085,000, or 10814 “crops” of 10,000 
cups each, according to reports to the 
Department of Agriculture. This was 
ipproximately 10 percent of the num- 
ber sold for the 1930-31 season and is 
the smallest number sold for any sea- 
son for which the department has col- 
lected this information. The 1930-31 
sale totalled 11,178,800 cups, while the 
peak was in 1927-28 when 32,310,000 
cups were sold. 

As a rule, the number of new cups 
sold is an indication of the probable 
production for the coming season. In 
the present season, however, the tre- 
mendous reduction in the number of 
new cups installed does not mean a 
proportionate reduction in the quantity 
of naval stores that will be produced, 
say the naval store specialists of the 
department. The small number of 
new cups purchased to replace old ones 
is a reflection of depressed conditions 
among the producers of naval stores, 
it was stated, and will likely result in 
a smaller quantity of the pale or higher 
grades of rosin. 


Fats and Oils Output 


Factory production of fats and oils, 
exclusive of refined oil and derivatives, 
during the three months ended March 
31, totalled as follows, according to a 
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preliminary report of the Department 
otf Commerce:—Vegetable oils, 675,868,- 
188 pounds; fish oils, 11,586,728 pounds; 
animal fats, 618,458,848 pounds; greas- 
es, 95,948,191 pounds, total fats and 
oils, 1,401,861,955 pounds. Of the sev- 
eral kinds of fats and oils covered by 
the report the greatest production ap- 
pears to have been of lard, which ag- 
gregated 488,868,745 pounds with cot- 
tonseed oil second, totalling 395,406,614 
pounds and tallow third with 128,367.- 
352 pounds. Linseed oil was fourth 
with an output of 118,417,218 pounds 
and followed by coconut oil, 91,445,505 
pounds and corn oil, 28,652,287 pounds. 


Production of refined oils during the 
period was as follows:—Cottonseed 
oil, 396,855,042 pounds; coconut, 66,- 
268,268 pounds; peanut, 4,089,847 
pounds; corn, 26,129,525 pounds, soy- 
bean, 2,108,114 pounds and palm kernel, 
5.542.826 pounds.

Certain-teed Products 
Shows Loss in Quarter 


For the quarter ended March 31, the 
Certain-teed Products Corporation re- 
ported a net loss of $233,892 after in- 
terest, depreciation and depletion. This 
compared with a consolidated net loss 
of $550,564 in the corresponding quar- 
ter of last year. In discussing the 
quarterly report, George M. Brown, 
president, informed the _ stockholders 
that the sales volume in the period 
was 68 percent of that of the same 
quarter last year, while expenses were 
66 percent and gross profit 92 percent 
The real handicap, he stated, was lack 
of sales volume. While unwilling to 
forecast the future, Mr. Brown stated 
that the company’s business has been 
showing a continuous improvement 
throughout the present year. 

















Leadite Complaint Is 
Dismissed by Commission 


The Federal Trade Commission has 
dismissed its complaint against the 
Leadite Company, Inc.. of Philadelphia 
in which it has charged the company 
with misrepresentation in the sale of 
its product. “Leadite.” the preparation 
in question, is a compound used for 
making joints in cast iron bell and 
spigot pipe. The Commission believed 
that the use of the trade name “Lead- 
ite” on the product would lead people 
to think it was made of lead, or partly 
of lead, 

The company answered that leadite 
is well Known in the trade as a suh- 
stitute and does not contain any lead, 
and pointing out the comparative bene- 
fits which the manufacturer believes 
are derived from the use of leadite in 
place of lead in water pipe joints.

Tung Oil Experiments 
In Australia Progressing 


Imperial Chemical Industries of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, Ltd., a branch 
of the important British concern, has 
become keenly interested in the tung 
oil planting experiments being con- 
ducted at Innisfail, Queensland. Tung 
oil trees planted experimentally in that 
area to date have thrived and pros- 
pects of development are in general 
favorable, while only fair success has 
been made with plantings in New 
South Wales. The provincial govern- 
ments and a number of private enter- 
prises are carrying on experiments 
along this line, hoping that it will be 
found feasible to produce tung oil in 
commercial quantities in Australia. At 
present the entire requirements of that 
country are imported direct from pro- 
ducing areas in China, according to the 
Department of Commerce. 





Unit Operation Planned 
For New Colorado Pool 


Unit operation of the newly dis- 
covered Piceance Creek oil and gas 
structure, Rio Blanco county, Colorado, 
has been agreed upon by 25 eperators 
and 100 royalty owners in the field, be- 
ing practically 100 percent complete. 
There are approximately 61,400 acres in 
the field, which is near Rifle, Colorado. 
Among the large operators are the 
Midwest Refining Company, the Argo 
Oil Company and E. P. Earle of New 
York city Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany, subsidiary of the Standard Oil 
Company of New York, will be in 
charge of the unit operations. The 
White Eagle Ol and Refining Com- 
pany, also a subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Company of New York, discovered 
the field with a test well 5,130 feet deep, 
which came in as a gasser of unesti- 
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laxseed, Linseed Oil, 
Cake, and Meal 


Moderate Changes in Domestic and Foreign Flaxseed 
Markets--Northwestern Receipts Somewhat Larger-- 
Weather Favorable and Seeding Active--Oil Firmer 


Flaxseed prices showed irregularity 
in domestic and foreign markets last 
week, changes being within moderate 
limits. There was a fairly active de- 
mand for cash seed in domestic cen- 
ters though sales were not as large 
as recently, uncertainty as to the 
quantity likely to be delivered on May 
contracts making buyers disposed to 
curtail purchase for a time and await 
further developments. There was 
switching by crushers at Minneapolis 
from May to. July. Traders were 
disposed to sell at times on favorable 
news in regard to the progress of crop 
preparations in this country and Can- 
ada. 

Receipts in Northwestern markets 
were somewhat larger than had been 
expected. Rains occurred in some sec- 
tions where they were needed. Seed- 
ing operations were actively pushed. 
This work has been completed in some 
sections, leaving farmers in a position 
to resume marketing of old crop seed. 
Any increase in terminal receipts, 
however, was expected to prove of 
short duration. 

Linseed oil was advanced by crush- 
ers. A somewhat better inquiry was 
noted. Cake and meal were quiet and 
steady.

Demand for cash flaxseed has been 
very good up to the present but shows 
signs of fading a little because of de- 
liveries on May contracts.

Seed 
houses probably bought less flax than in 
many years past. 

Local elevator stocks are holding about 
even, A decrease of 2,000 bushels in 
three days was estimated today. Private 
bin stocks are going down steadily. Ship- 
pers are selling a little seed out of here 
right along and noted some gain in out- 
side interest today. 

Last week there was some _ belated 
changing over of May to July hedges.

Buyers are taking the smallest lots they 
can get delivered and shipping instruc- 
tions on old and maturing contracts are 
hard to get. Crushers are still holding 
their prices quite firm but are unable to 
get rid of their present very meager out- 
put. 

Quotations on carload lots f.o.b. Min- 
neapolis, $29 to $29.50 per ton; pea size, 
$1 per ton more; meal screenings, $25 
to $25.50 per ton. 

Good rains through the _ northwest 
promise better pasturage and this caused 
a period in country buying. Mixed car 
shippers are taking very light supplies 
right now and there is virtually no buy- 
ing by feed manufacturers.

Chicago Linseed Meal 


CHICAGO, May 8, 1931. 

Linseed meal is still having difficulty in 
maintaining itself on an even keel, mar- 
ketwise and the price structure seems to 
be slightly lower than previously, with 
quotations indicating that crushers are 
willing to consider and do business at fig- 
ures which are a shade below those earlier. 
Buying is slow. Resale material is a fac- 
tor of some importance at present. Round 
lot business is extremely quiet. Ruling 
prices for prompt shipment are:—Round 
lots, $30 to $30.50 per ton, nominal; car 
lots, $30 to $30.50, less than car lots, 
$32.50 to $33. 


Linseed Oil 


The market here for linseed oil had 
a firmer tone last week, although flax- 
seed prices did not undergo material 
change. Crushers announced an ad- 
vance of 2 points in linseed oil prices 
and at the close of the week quota- 
tions were 9c. per pound in car lots 
in cooperage and 8.4c. per pound in 
tankears. It was intimtaed in some 
quarters that these prices could be 
shaded slightly on a bid but some 
sellers were inclined to adhere to list 
quotations. 

No material broadening of business 
was noted, but there were reports of 
a better inquiry from local and outside 
consumers and dealers, some of whom 
are supposed to be carrying light sup- 
plies. There was little interest man- 
ifested in futures, however, by large 
consumers in the paint and linoleum 
industries, although consumption in 
these fields is said to have shown an 
expanding tendency recently. 

Cash flaxseed was reported as rather 
less active in domestic markets while 





receipts were somewhat larger. The 
increased movement, however. was re- 
garded as merely tempovary and due 
to the fact that farmers in some sec- 
tions have completed planting opera- 
tions. Weather conditions over the 
Northwest were more favorable and 
the work of seeding the new crop was 
pushed, 


Minneapolis Linseed Oil 


MINNEAPOLIS, May 8, 1931. 

Improvement in oil trade noted for the 
past week and same round lots were tak- 
en for periodic shipment up to the end oi 
August. Most of the business was writ- 
ten for nearer shipment, April-June. Buy- 
ers are still in the market for oil to be 
delivered up to next December, but the 
erushers are not very willing to trade be- 
yond June. 

While warehouse and car lots trade held 
steady or improved slightly the demand 
for tank cars and round lots showed 
noticeable improvement. Today there was 
good inquiry despite an advance in prices 
due to weakness in meal and gain in cash 
prices of the past week. Shipping instruc- 
tions on maturing contracts are better 
than prompt and reserves in tanks are 
disappearing quite rapidly. Because of 
the very poor demand for meal crushers 
did not increase their capacity any to 
meet oil requirements. It looks more than 
ever as though the cleanup of old crop 
supplies of oil and flax would just about 
complete this season.

Birdseye Quick-Freeze 
Patents to Be Developed 


For the commercial development in 
the Pacific Coast and Rocky Moun- 
tain regions of patents covering proc- 
esses invented by Clarence Birdseye 
for quick freezing of perishable food- 
stuffs, the General Foods Corporation 
and the Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia have jointly arranged to form 
the Pacific Frosted Foods, Inc., which 
will act as a co-ordinating unit in 
making the Birdseye process available 
to the western perishable foods indus- 
try. This new company will hold the 
rights to the basic patents in Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, New Mex- 
ico, Arizona, Colorado, Utah, Montana, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Nevada, western 
Mexico, Alaska and Hawaii. The Gen- 
eral Foods Corporation, through its 
subsidiary, Frosted Foods, Inc., has 
been engaged for the last two vears 
in the experimental development of the 
patents on the Atlantic seaboard. 

The Birdseye quick-freezing process 
is stated to be a system for instan- 
taneous freezing under pressure at 
temperatures of 50 degrees below zero, 
permitting preservation of perishable 
foodstuffs without affecting the quality 
of freshness of product. A major fea- 
ture of the method is that the ice crys- 
tals thus formed are so minute that 
there is no rupture of cells, because of 
which the product retains all its orig- 
inal flavor, food value and texicure. 





Margarin Sales Outlets 


Primary manufacturers of oleomar- 
garin and other butter substitutes sell 
more than one-half of their products to 
wholesalers as indicated by data com- 
piled by the United States Census Bu- 
reau showing 53.3 percent of the total 
sales in 1929 was made in this manner. 
Sales for 1929 aggregated $46,522,000, 
of which wholesalers received $24,803,- 
000 worth of the production. Retailers 
took $14,826,000 worth, or 31.9 percent; 
manufacturers’ wholesale branches took 
$5,837,000, or 12.5 percent and indus- 
trial consumers received $1,056,000, or 
2.3 percent.

Narrow Fluctuations in Refined,Oil Futures--Southern 
Markets Quiet; Offerings Light--Hog Prices Easier 
Though Receipts Moderate--Crop News Unfavorable 


Quiet conditions continued to prevail 
in local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products last week. The feeling 
among not a few here was rather bear- 
ish, owing mainly to developments in 
outside markets, notably the market 
for securities. At prevailing prices 
for cottonseed oil, however, there was 
little disposition to push matters on 
the bear side, but in a narrow market 
there was sufficient pressure to have 
a depressing effect upon prices. 

Production of cottonseed products 
continues to decrease as usual at this 
period of the year and offerings from 
holders in all parts of the South were 
reported as light. Weather and crop 
news from both East and West of the 
Mississippi was unfavorable in the 
main, temperatures being abnormally 
low, with rain in sections where it was 
not wanted. 

The total transactions in bleachable 
oil on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 50 tanks. Closing prices on 
Thursday were 22 points lower on May 
and 7 to 10 points down on later 
months as compared with the final 
quotations of the previous week. 

Market news that may have devel- 
oped after this report was sent to press 
will be found on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Southern markets were quiet last 
week so far as spot material was con- 
cerned, though trading in futures in 
the Memphis market continued rather 
active. Consuming demand for cake 
and meal, however, was still reported 
as slow and there was apparently no 
improvement in the export inquiry for 
cake. Some do not expect to witness 
any material broadening of trade until 
it is possible to get a clearer idea us 
to the probable size of the next cotton 
acreage. 

The disappointing demand from 
feeders is attributed to competition 
from other raw materials, such as mill 
feed and soya bean and linseed meals 
Which have been selling well under 
cottonseed meal for some time past. 
Moreover, recent rains in various parts 
of the country have added to pastur- 
age. Offerings of cottonseed products 
in Southern markets were light last 
week, however, and the prevailing tone 
Was steady, quotations undergoing lit- 
tle change. 

In the Southeast $23 to $23.50 per 
ton Was quoted for 7 percent meal, with 
the figures apparently largely nominal. 
In the Valley 8 percent meal was 
quoted at $26 to $27 per ton, while in 
the Southwest $24 to $25 per ton was 
quoted for 43 percent meal. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures in the local market last week 
Was again quiet, developments in the 
market for securities as well as in the 
general business situation being of a 
kind to make many operators disposed 
to adhere to a waiting attitude. The 
downward trend in the stock market 
had a tendency to create bearish senti- 
ment, but as already intimated there 
wus little disposition to take the ag- 
gresive on the selling side. 

On the whole, however, there was 
move disposition to sell than there was 
to buy and the trend of prices in the 
main was downward. Refiners were 
credited with sales of July. There 
Was also more or less selling of that 
month and September attributed t« 
local and Southern traders. Southern 
markets for crude oil and other cot- 
tonseed products were quiet with the 
tone in some instances apparently 


easy although prices did not’ show 
much change as offerings were gen- 
erally light. Some attributed the 


smallness of offerings recently to un- 
favorable weather and renorts of a 
backward condition of the cotton crop. 
Also the small sales of fertilizers as 
compared with other seasons appears 
to have strengthened the idea among 
some that a material reduction in the 
acreage is likely. 

Reports from private sources issued 
recently have been rather bullish con- 
cerning the cotton acreage. One well 
known firm issued a statement point- 
ing to a reduction of 10 percent in the 
area, Correspondence from Atlanta 
last week stated that cool, wet weather 
is proving detrimental to young cotton 
plants and is delaying sending in the 
upper cotton belt. The spring is said 
to have been the coldest for many 
years past and fertilizer tag sales thus 
far amount to only about 75 percent 
of last season’s sales. 


The weekly government weather and 
crop report was considered bullis! It 
stated that in general the week was 
too cool for cotton. Planting advanced 
fairly well from the Mississippi Val- 
ley eastward but germination has been 
slow with considerable complaint of 
seed not sprouting well, especially in 
Georgia. Some fields have been 
planted in the Northeastern portion 
of the belt while chopping has begun 
as far North as the coastal plains of 
South Carolina. 

In Texas early cotton is in rather poor 
condition with stands only fair and 
much yet to be planted in the Northern 
part of that State. Planting has not 
yet begun in Northwestern Texas. In 
Oklahoma seeding has been retarded 
and germination is slow and mostly 
poor because of the cold, wet soil. In 
the far Southwest the crop is doing 
well. 

The trend of lard, live hogs and cotton 
was downward at times. Weakness in 
hogs was in the face of small or mod- 
erate receipts. Hog prices at Chicago 
were 25 to 35 cents per 100 pounds 
lower at one time. The weight of 
the hogs received in that market dur- 
ing the week ended May 2, was 236 
pounds on the average against 239 in 
the previous week and 2 pounds in 
the week before that. Sales of tallow 
were reported at 4c. per pound for ex- 
tra, showing a further decline. Cot- 
tonseed oil prices declined in the Hull 
market. American lard was lower in 
Liverpool and the export movement of 
that product from this country eon- 
tinued on a comparatively small scale 

Closing prices on Thursday were 7 
to 22 points lower as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
Friday.

According to a cable dispatched on May 
6 by the American consulate at Hankow 
to the Chemical Division, of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, the 
chinawood oil market at Hankow in April 
was reported as follows:—April exports 
from Hankow totaled 6,250,000 pounds, 
the United States taking 4,800,000 pounds, 
while 1,450,000 pounds were consigned to 
Hurope. Domestic consumption of oil 
during the month was 1,200,000 pounds. 
Estimated stocks of oil on hand at Han- 
kow the end of April were reported to be 
3,200 short tons.

Margarin Tax Proposed 
In Alabama Legislature 


A bill has heen introduced in the 
Alahama legislature to levy a tax of 15 
cents a pound on oleomargarin and 
other vegetable shortenings used as 


butter. Since oleomar- 
sarin now bears a Federal tax of 10 
cents a pound, opponents of the bill 
say that an additional 15 cents tax will 
make it impossible for it to compete 
with butter without imposing a very 
burdensome levy on those who prefer 
“bread spread” because of its pur- 
ity and low cost. 

Similar bills are also reported pend- 
ing in the two other Southern states 
of Tennessee and South Carolina. 
These states, like Alabama, produce 
large quantities of cottonseed oil and 
peanut oil used extensively in the man- 
ufacture of butter substitutes. Several 
southern states some time ago pro- 
tested against the levying of such a 
tax on vegetable shortening by the 
large butter producing states of the 
middle west. 

The Alabama bill contains an appro- 
priation of $12,500 for its enforcement, 
provided revenues derived from the tax 
amount to that much.

Price values for several petroleum 
ils continued on their downward 
march last week, but the industrial 
oils, including solvents, diluents, ex- 
tenders and naphtha fractions present- 
ed at point for feature in the fact that 
the products included in that division 
of the market have maintained them- 
selves technically aloof from the con- 
stant retreat of prices for gasoline and 
other oils. Generally even prices for 
the solvent group existed even in the 
face of hand-to-mouth purchasing op- 
erations. While the markets for these 
oils were generally steady, the group 
was not without some weak points, and 
the most notable was v. p. & m. naph- 
tha in the Midcontinent, where prices 
could have been shaded to a fairly 


broad degree. The hand-to-mouth 
buying policy was explained by some 


factors as having been partly due to 
general weakness of the petroleum 
market and buyers’ hopes that the sol- 
vents and naphthas would follow. 

Additional distress was absorbed by 
the gasoline market over last week. 
Prices were lower at the Midcontinent 
bulk market, also at Chicago, and, 
while prices were quotably unchanged 
here, the tone was much weaker. 
Leading refiners in the middle Atlantic 
states reduced tankwagon and _ re- 
tail prices on gasoline last week, and 
in the central west, where the so-called 
“third grade” gasoline was recently 
put on the market, prices for that 
grade of fue] were being cut sharply. 

Hopes for alleviation of the 
that has weighed against the refinery 
products markets since the develop- 
ment and expansion of the East Texas 
fields has received some support from 
the introduction of proration regula- 
tions and the appearance of salt water 
in several wells. While the future 
did not present a very encouraging 
outlook for the refiners, it was hoped 
that these developments, in combina- 
tion with the usual expansion of con- 
sumption at this time of the year.

The gasoline market attracted addi- 
tional stress and developments. over 
the past week included a further re- 
treat of prices in Group 8, a similar 
movement in the Chicago area and 
continued weakening in the structure 
of the bulk market along the Eastern 
seaboard. On Wednesday tankwagon 
and retail prices were cut throughout 
the middle Atlantic states and in the 
central west where several refiners 
have followed the recent introduction 
of a “third grade” gasoline, the retail 
prices for that product have been sub- 


ject to sharp cutting. 
The gasoline markets were being 
heavily pressed by the badly upset 


condition in the Midcontinent and de- 
spite a good running consumption, the 
outlook for the near future was not 
very promising. The Mississippi val- 
ley territory appeared to have been 
most seriously affected. The heavy 
influx of cheap crude from East Texas 
and also the influx of low-priced gaso- 
line from that area has undermined 
the structure of prices to a ridicu- 
lously low degree.

past week can hardly be said to 
have been a cheerful one for refiners in 
the Midcontinent area, who have hoped 
for the traditional pick up in the spot de- 
mand for gasoline at the approach of 
May, which failed to materialize, because 
of rainy weather in the heavy consuming 
territory. 

The market picture as a whole is not 
particularly inspiring for the near fu- 
ture at this time, but, regardless of this, 
the general situation is not without its 
bright spots, chief of which is the cur- 
tailment of crude production in the East 
Texas area under proration regulations, 
appearance of salt water in some _ sec- 
tions of the field, nearness of the period 
of heavy gasoline consumption and more 
favorable weather conditions. 

Meanwhile, many of the smaller refin- 
ers became frightened, because of the lack 
of spot buying of gasoline and as a re- 
sult of this, the U. S. Motor product sag- 
ged to a new price level for the year, in 
fact for many years, at the beginning of 
the current week. The higher gravities 
were also available at lower prices, sym- 
pathetically with the U. S. Motor product, 
and diminished from northern jobbers, be- 
cause of seasonal weather conditions per- 
mitting the use of the lower gravities. 

There was little change in the market 
of naphthas, solvents, hydrocarbon gases 
and other related products at the begin- 
ning of the current week, compared with 
the preceding week. Buying continues 
to be on a hand-to-mouth basis, with 
prices generally reported as being steady. 


The 


Natural gasolines were weaker in tone 
with prices drifting to new low levels 
for the year. Some of the lower grades 
Were reported as having sold at 1'%ec. 
per gallon in tankear lots, and below 
l4,c. per gallon delivered to crude oil 
pipe-lines. The grade A product ruled 
fairly steady in price, due to increased 


spot buying by jobbers for blending pur- 
poses. 

Interest in the Midcontinent kerosene 
and distillates markets continues to lag, 
with little hopes for improvement until 
early fall. Some of the larger tank- 
wagon distributors are asking for quo- 
tations on contracts for shipments over 
the so-called burning season, between the 
months of August, 1931, and April, 1932. 
tefiners generally are basing quotations 
on prices published by certain publica- 
tions date of shipment, rather than flat 
prices over the period, as has been the 
practice in the past. 

The gas oil and fuel oil market con- 
tinues to show added weakness, with buy- 
ing confined to small lots for immediate 
shipment only. Interest in the better 
grades of high asphaltic content road oil 
for shipment over the summer months, 
has resulted in refiners turning to the 
manutacture of this product, with a view 
working off some of their excess fuel 
stocks.

The Spring gasoline consuming season 
seems to be opening up in good shape. 
Attention continues to be centered upon 
the new “third-grade” competitive gaso- 
line offered by most of the major sellers.

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that it is a step in cleaning up the situa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, motor gasoline in the refin- 
ery market declined again to the lowest 
point reached in the history of the long 
movement. The base minimum price 
on good material with a fair anti-knock 


value is around 3c., although it is re- 
ported some material is available below 
that, 

The naphthas and solvents are quiet 


and seem to be subject to little new in- 
terest. Buyers are taking out these ma- 
terials in routine fashion. Prices of the 
leading sources have not changed mate- 
rially in the last few weeks. Total vol- 
ume of material moving is understood to 
be fairly large. 

Kerosene and related products show 
no improvement, although the movement 
ot kerosene in the last few days appears 
to have been better and more nearly in 


line with normal expectations. Indica- 
tions are, however, that farm consump- 
tion of kerosene is lagging. 

Furnace oils are still pointing down- 
ward in price, with the seasonal bulge 
in demand now past. Offerings of ma- 


terial continue to be large and the quo- 
tations are easing off. 

Fuel oils likewise are lower in price. 
They show no ability to stand up against 


the easing market tone. Offerings are 
being made at a wide variety of prices.

Organization of one of the largest 
non-profit co-operative groups of oil 
producers and marketers yet formed 


has been effected in this city with the 
formation of the Oil Producers Sales 
Agency of California. A majority of 
the independent oil producers con- 
tacted have indicated a willingness to 
aid the group which is to handle the 
marketing of between 170,000 and 200,- 
000 barrels of oil a day. This will rep- 
resent about 35 percent of the total 
production of the state, while 265,000 
barrels a day is controlled by seven 
major oil companies. 


While the co-operative marketing 
idea is not new in other industries, it 


is comparatively new to the oil indus- 
try. Officials of the Sales Agency ex- 
plain that it does not plan to control 
the supply of crude, nor does it desire 
to do so. It only plans to sign up as 
members a sufficient number of pro- 
ducers to hold a substantial portion 
of the oil production in California in 
order to make their collective bargain- 
ing method effective. Nor does the 
sales agency intend to fix the price of 
crude. It simply plans to place itself 
in a position where its producer-mem- 
bers can deal collectively with facts, 
data and statistics, known both to the 
buyers and to the sellers.

A Nor- 
wegian vessel is reported to have been 
employed in transporting the oil from 
Russia to Brazil. The ship loaded a 
large quantity of gasoline and kero- 
sene at Batum in January, according 
to the ship’s captain, who said that he 
came from Uruguay, and that the gas- 
oline was consigned to the Santos rep- 
resentative of a Uruguayan syndicate.

Potash Industry 


Despite the general business depres- 
sion, the German potash industry's 
sales of pure potash in 1930 were l,- 
356,728 metric tons, or only 45,000 tons 
less than in the preceding year. It 
was notable that sales were well main- 
tained until October, when they fell. 
The 1930 production was obtained from 
40 operating shafts and refining in as 


many reduction works. It was esti- 
mated that these were operated at 
about 70 percent of capacity. Total 


exports in 930 of selected potash salts 
declined about 5 percent in tonnage 
compared with 1929, while shipments 
to the United States increased about 
3 percent. Sales to the United States 
were valued at about $10,000,000. 

The year 1930 was marked by a fur- 
ther interest on the part of German 
potash concerns in the development of 
chemically mixed fertilizers. The 
largest operator, the Wintershall Cor- 
poration, placed on the market a po- 
tassium-sodium nitrate with 30 per- 
cent pure potash and 15 percent nitro- 
gen; the company was already in the 
market with a potassium nitrate hav- 
ing 45 percent potash and 13 percent 
nitrogen. It was understood that the

Potash Prices Issued--List Quotations Same as Last 
Season but Discounts for Early Shipments Are Larger 
--General Conditions Are Dominated by Dullness 


The issuance of 1931-1932 prices for 
potash salts was the feature of last 
week’s market for the group of agri- 
cultural chemicals, Prices named by 
the local representatives of the French 
and German syndicate were the same 
as those that prevailed during the 
1930-1931 season, but an increase in 
the discounts for early shipments was 
srai.ted. As indicated in the late mar- 
ket summary of last week’s issue, dis- 
counts for “summer shipment” were 
increased by two percent. The prices 
were under protection until April, 1932, 
and the usual contingencies such as 
weights, analyses, ex-store deliveries 
and terms of payment prevailed. It 
was also indicated last week that do- 
mestic producers of manure salts 
would follow the market established by 
importers. 

Otherwise the group of fertilizer 
crudes were dull and featureless last 
week. With the lone exception of sul- 
phate of ammonia, the forward move- 
ment of materials was very slow and 
sellers’ efforts to stimulate things were 
fruitless. The only price changes of

importance occurred in foreign hoof- 
meal and ground domestic tankage in 
the local market. Both were lower. 

A report to the Department of Com- 
merce from the consul at Frankfort- 
on-Main indicated that the world pro- 
duction of fixed nitrogen continued to 
out-distance the rate of consumption 
by a wide margin and that accumu- 
lated stocks were of unprecedented 
magnitude. World production was ex- 
pected to reach 3,600,000 tons in 1931- 
1932, compared with 3,500,000 tons in 
1930-1931 and only 1,500,000 tons in 
1927-1928. World consumption of nitro- 
gen during 1931-1932 was estimated at 
2,000,000 tons, and current world stocks 
were said to aggregate between 900,- 
000 and 1,000,000 tons. 

Fertilizer tag sales during April in 
eight Southern states, according to the 
New York Cotton Exchange, were for 
933,000 tons, compared with 1,121,000 
tons in April a year ago. Sales for the 
five months from December 1 to April 
30 were for 2,795,000 tons, compared 
with 3,915,000 during a like period last 
season. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—Sellers reported 
that conditions last week were about 
unchanged from the preceding week. 
There was not very much material 
moving into consumption and the mar- 
ket was pretty well representative of 
general conditions among fertilizer 
crudes. Prices were held firmly at the 
basis of $2.05 per 100 pounds for car- 
lot quantities and upwards. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—This com- 
modity continued to find a fairly active 
outlet for consumption. It was run- 
ning ahead of other fertilizer crudes 
and was about the only item in the list 
that showed any life last week. Many 
suppliers still hope to effect a fairly 
complete clean-out of their stocks by 
the end of the month. Prices remained 
at $35 per ton, basis ports, with occa- 
sional offerings at $1 per ton less in- 
dicated as having been rather infre- 
quent. 

Castor Pomace.—Ocecasional fill-in 
lots continued to furnish virtually all 
of the demand current for this am- 
moniate. There was no important 
business placed last week and because 
of the absence of demand, prices were 
in a nominal position at about $15 per 
ton. 

Dried Blocd.—Sharing the position of 
others in the organic group, prices 
were in a nominal position because of 


the dearth of business current. There 
were no large sales in the market here 
during the period and quotations re- 
mained at their former plane of $2.50 
per unit. However, it was indicated in 
more than one direction that a better 
offering figure could have been ob- 
tained upon evidence of a desire to buy. 
Importers continued to name $2.60 per 
unit as the ruling figure for prompt 
shipment of material from abroad. The 
Chicago market held about even with 
its position of a week ago. Current 
quotations at that point were from $2 
to $2.25 per unit with a general dis- 
position toward the lower figure. 

Fish Scrap.—There were recent of- 
ferings of herring scrap in the Balti- 
more area at $3.25 and 10c. per unit- 
ton, f. o. b. factories, but a report last 
week indicated that the production has 
been sold. Menhaden fishing in the 
Chesapeake was still more than a 
month off and to date there have been 
no offerings of future contracts heard. 
Fish meal remained at $52 per ton, 
f. o. b. Baltimore with little demand 
noted and some degree of competition 
from sellers of foreign scrap. Wet 
acidulated scrap was an idle product 
last week with quotations at $3 and 
50c. per unit-ton. 

Hoof Meal.—A reduction in the price 
of imported material was the sole fea- 
ture of an otherwise dull and colorless 
market for this ammoniate last week. 
The imported product was cut 10c. per 
unit-ton to the basis of $2.25 for ar- 
rival. The movement did little to at- 
tract bids. The Chicago market was 
idle at $2 per unit-ton flat. 

Nitrogenous Material.—There were 
very few transactions in this product 
last week. Dullness was the chief fea- 
ture for the week as prices remained 
nominally at $2 to $2.25 per unit-ton 
for imported material testing 8 to 10 
percent ammonia, for prompt shipment 
from abroad, c. i. f. Atlantic ports. 

Tankage.—Following the reduction in 
the price of the unground product on 
spot a week ago, holders of 
stocks reduced their asking figure 
per unit-ton. The current market for 
ground material was $2.40 and 1l0c. per 
unit-ton, compared with $2.50 and 10c. 
a week ago. Unground did not change 
from the $2.10 and 10c. figure which 
was established a week ago. Importers 
continued to name high prices but it 
was doubted that any material busi- 
ness was being done in the foreign 
article. The Chicago market did not 
reveal any particular change over the 
week with $2.25 and 10c. representing 
the asking figure for high-grade feed- 
ing stocks and $2 and lc. as the 
wanted price for the fertilizer grade. 


Potashes 


Prices for potash salts for shipment 
from Europe between May 1 and De- 
cember 31 were named last week by 
the local representatives of the Eu- 
ropean syndicate. The schedule prices 
were unchanged from those of the sea- 
son just ended but the “summer dis- 
counts” were increased. List prices 
were as follows:—Muriate, 80-85 per- 
cent. basis 80 percent; $37.15 per ton 
in bags and $35.55 per ton in bulk; 
sulphate, 90-95 percent, basis 90 per- 
cent in bags, $48.25 per ton; magnesia- 
sulphate, 48-53 percent, basis 48 per- 
cent, $27.80 per ton in bags; manure 
salts, minimum 30 percent, basis 30 
percent, $19.15 per ton, in bulk; high- 
grade kainit, minimum 20 percent, 
$12.65 per ton, in bulk: kainit, mini- 
mum 14 percent, $9.70 per ton, in bulk. 
All prices were per ton of 2,000 pounds 
net, c.i.f. ports of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Wil- 
mington, N. C., Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick, Jacksonville, Tampa, Pen- 
sacola, Mobile, Gulfport, New Orleans 
and Houston, provided quantities or- 
dered for any particular port are suf- 
ficient to enable the sellers to obtain 
freight space at reasonable rates. 
Bagged salts are sold on _ foreign 





weights, tares and analyses; bulk 
salts on American weights and for- 
eign analyses. The prices are guar- 


anteed against reduction until April 
30, 1932. 

The only change in the discounts 
Was an increase in the amount al- 
lowed for early shipment. Orders 
placed prior to June for prompt ship- 
ment will be granted 11 percent dis- 
count, compared with 9 percent last 
season, and orders placed prior to June 
1 for shipment in equal monthly quan- 
tities, June to September inclusive, 
will be granted 10 percent discount, 
compared with 8 percent last season. 
Other discounts will be the same as 
last year, as follows:—Orders placed 
prior to July for July shipment, 7 
percent; prior to August 1 for August

Patuxent Guano Co. Head 
Defends Its Brand Names 


BALTIMORE, May 6, 1931. 


Thomas F. O'Neill, president of the 
Patuxent Guano Company. this city, 
whom the Federal Trade Commission 
notified that a complaint alleging mis- 
representation in the use of the term 
guano in connection with some of the 
company’s products, when seen today 
denied there had been any intention 
to mislead buyers as to the composi- 
tion of the mixtures marketed by the 
corporation. The company, he said, 


had obtained patents on the brands 
distributed, the names having been in 


use for many vears, in fact, ever since 


the beginning of business. The term 
“cuano,” Mr. O'Neill added, was gen- 
erally understood in the south, where 


much of the company’s business orig- 
inated, as a trade designation with a 
general application rather than one 
stipulating specifically bird manure, 
and there was no misconception in 
the minds of the buyers regarding the 
nature of the material. Mr. O'Neill 
added that he would take the Federal 


Trade Commission notice before the 
National Fertilizer Association’s bu- 
reau at Washington, and would be 


guided by what that body decided upon 


as the proper course.

However, prices for 
industrial benzol appeared steadier, in- 
fluenced by the better condition of pro- 
ducers stocks, tending to eliminate 
price sniping. The call for toluene con- 
tinued urgent. Movement of the inter- 
mediates and coaltar acids was termed 
as satisfactory, while a slight im- 
provement was noted of the coaltar 
color market 

Although the domestic consuniption 
of motor benzol has shown sonie bet- 
terment, the unsettled condiiion of the 
buying for export continued as a prom- 


inent feature in that direction How- 
ever, the lowering of the steel mill 
operations and the closing down of 
three pig iron furnaces served to brings 


about the disappearance of distressing 
selling of industrial benzol. 


Pig iron output in the United States, 
according to the estimates of The Iron 
Age, increased 2% percent in April 
on the basis of daily averages.

of April was 2,019,529 tons, compared 
with 2,032,248 tons for the thirty-one 
days of March, and the daily averages 
were 67,317 tons and 65,556 tons, re- 
spectively. Despite the improvement, 
the April rate was the lowest for that 
month since 1921, and with that ex- 
ception the lowest since 1909. Fur- 
naces in blast on May 1 totaled 113, 
against 116 on April 1. 

Although steel mill operations re- 
ceded to 47 percent of capaciy, com- 
pared with about 48 percent a week 
ago, there is evidence of a more stub- 
born resistance to the declining trend 
in steel mill production by virtue of 
the sustained activity in the auto- 
mobile industry, growing demand for 
steel pipe and pending construction 
projects. 

An urgent demand for toluene was a 
prominent feature at intervals during 
the period under review. Buying came 
from the lacquer manufacturers and 
the automobile industry. Indications 
that the May production in that in- 
dustry would exceed the April output 
caused prices for toluene to display 
a decidedly firm tone. 

Automobile production in April, out- 
side of Ford, as reported by the Na- 


tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, was 231,117 units for United 


States and Canada, a gain of 20 per- 
cent over March. Ford output in Apri! 
was 117.891 cars, compared with 99,035 
in the previous month. However, April 
production of motor vehicles was 12 
percent below that of the same month 
a year ago. 

A slight improvement in the tanning 
industry was reflected in the coaltar 
color market. At the same time cer- 
tain lines of the textile industry were 
expected to continue at a favorable 
production rate throughout the current 
month, judging by the inquiries rela- 
tive to shipments during the latter 
part of May. 


Basic Products 


Benzene.—A slight improvement was 
noted in the takings of the major con- 
sumers in the market for the industrial 
commodity last week. This expansion 
in shipments was primarily due to the 
turn of the month rather than any ap- 
preciable increase in the production 
schedules of the consuming industries. 
However, spot dealings indicated that 
the price was steadier.

dition of producers’ stocks. Distressed 
selling has about disappeared.

Cresylic Acid.—Bakelite manufac- 
turers were taking a fair volume of 
this material against existing con- 
tracts. Leading sellers stated that a 
sizable quantity had been consumed by 
the manufacturers of the disinfect- 
ants during April. Stocks abroad were 
reported to be in ample supply. Prices 
were barely steady at the levels of the 
previous week. 

Naphthalene.—Brisk seasonal de- 
mand noted here recently for the flake 
and ball items tended to slacken dur- 
ing the period under review. This com- 
parative slowness in the spot dealings 
at intervals during the week gave rise 
to the report of the shading of prices 
in certain quarters of the market. 
However, open quotations of the lead- 
ing sellers showed no variation in the 
quotabie range. 

Phenol.—A steady to firm tone gov- 
erned the trading throughout the week 
just closed. Sellers intimated that a 
slight expansion was shown in the vol- 
ume moving to the pharmaceutical 
trade. Inquiries were coming from the 
textile industry relative to the forward 
shipments, All prices were unchanged. 


Solvent Naphtha.—A few sizable 
jobbing orders and a more liberal con- 
tract movement gave the market for 
this commodity a decidedly firm tone 
during the week just ended. Prices 
were without alteration.

Whiting Labeling Case 


Results in Heavy Fines 


Judge William C. Coleman, in the 
United States District Court at Balti- 
more. has imnosed fines totaling $6.- 
000 on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company for accepting a commodity 
incorrectly labeled and transporting it 





over its lines The charge grew out 
of the handling of shipments of whit- 
ing labeled limestone. according to 
William H. J. Walsh, who repre- 
sented the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and who. stated that the 
operations took place hetween Mav. 


19°7. and October, 1928. Limestone is 
subject to a freight rate of 6 cents per 
100 pounds lower than the whiting, and 


the illegal concessions amounted to 
$500 in favor of the shipper, the at- 
torney stated. The classification was 


in violation of what is known as the 
Elkins Law. 

The Pennsylvania 
Reading, the Lehigh Valley and the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
had previously been given minimum 
fines for a series of violations, District 
Attorney Simon E. Skobeleff told the 
court. He further explained that the 
counsel for the B. & O. had agreed to 
a maximum fine of $1,000 on each of 
four counts, and that the government 
would drop the additional counts in 
the indictment. Judge Coleman, how- 
ever, imposed a fine of $1,500 on each 
of the four counts, saying that it was 
within the discretion of the court to 
impose a larger fine.

Price for Egg Albumen Reduced -- Quotations on

Declines in the prices for egg al- 
bumen, granular and spray egg yolk 
supplied the outstanding developments 


in the market for dyestuffs and tan- 
stuffs during the week just ended. Al- 
though the demand for the various 
commodities continued slow, the gen- 


eral market sentiment appeared greatly 
improved by virtue of the favorable 


prospects for certain branches of the 





textile industry and the report of a 
slight pickup in the tanning trade. 
However, these major sources of con- 
sumption were adhering to the hand- 
to-mouth purchases. 

Slowness in the call for the spray 
and granular egg volk brought about 
a reduction in the prices for those ma 
terials, while the lowering of the quo- 
tation on egg albumen was attributed 
to the desire to restore the brisk de-

ued uninterrupted. And with reports 
indicating that the shoe factories were 
working on orders rather than stock, 


the publication of the March shoe pro- 
duction figures being 29,200,000 pairs, 
compared with 28,626,000 pairs in the 
same month a year ago, served to 
bring about a further improvement in 
the sentiment in that section of the 
market. 

With regards to the textile industry 
it was indicated that production sched- 
ules in the rayon branch would con- 
tinue at a favorable ratio throughout 
May, despite the reduction in the price 
of the raw material. Silk mills noted 
a slight slackening. The cotton cloth 
branch continued as the outstanding 
feature of that industry, while some 
improvement was noted in the operat- 
ing schedules of the wool mills. 

The Census Bureau announced that 
the amount of wool entering manufac- 
tures during March, based on the re- 
port of 429 manutacturers operating 


473 mills, was 40,373,044 pounds, against 
38,420,409 pounds for February last 
and 37,195,057 pounds for March, 1930. 

That consumed during March was 
35,697,026 pounds, compared with 33,- 


370,258 pounds during the preceding 
month, and 32,729,896 pounds in March 
last vear. Of the total, 27,676,311 pounds 
were in grease, 4,063,669 pounds 
scoured and 2,017,046 pounds pulled. 
Domestic wool represented 61.7 percent 
of the total and foreign wool 38.3 per- 
cent

Alumina Chloride.—Consumers were 
taking a fairly good volume of this ma- 
terial against existing contracts. A 
firm undertone was noted in spot deal- 
ings. Prices were without change. 

Antimony Salts. — Quiet again pre- 
vailed in the market for the salt com- 
modity last week. Cables from the 
primary point on the oxide and needle 
items indicated a steady undertone in 
the trading there, but local demand 
continued in the doldrums. All prices 
were unaltered. 

Potash Bichromate.—Contract move- 
ment of this merchandise continued at 
satisfactory pace throughout the period 
under review, but spot dealings were 
comparatively slow. A steady to firm 
undertone governed the trading. Quo- 
tations were in conformity with the 
schedule in effect previously. 

Soda Bichromate.—Slight betterment 
in certain lines of the textile indus- 





try, together with an improvement in 
the tanning trade, brought about a 
slight expansion in the shipments of 
this material moving against existing

Synthetic and Pure Natural Methanol Cut Three Cents 
Per Gallon--Hydrastine Reduced--Menthol Cheaper 
On Light Demand--Thymol lodide Down--Trade Fair 


Impoitantly lower prices for natural 
and synthetic methanol, together with 
sharp reductions in quotations for hy- 
drastine and hyoscine were prominent 
drive developments in the market for 
drugs and fine chemicals during the 
past week. Other reductions included 
those named for iron pyrophosphite, 
iron nitrate, theymol iodide and USP 
zinc stearate. The slightly more fav- 
ovrable quotation for cadmium bromide 
reflected the cheap prices at which 
cadmium has been selling for many 
months. Demand in the market as 
a whole was not very active. It was 
routine in character and covered the 
immediate requirements of the major- 
ity of purchasers. The mercurial, io- 
dide, strychnine, bismuth. narcotic. and 
salicylate groups were steady in price 
under moderate request. 

Lower prices for natural and syn- 
thetic methanol were telegraphed to 
the consuming trades on last Thurs- 
day. The break had been expected for 
the reason that denatured a!cohol, the 
natural competitor of the synthetic ar- 
ticle, had been selling at far less than 
methanol for months past. Also, de-

mand has been gradually dropping co- 
incident with the advance of the 
Spring season and booking of consumers’ 
contracts rather well into the future. 
In a broad inclusive sense much of 
production has been already put under 
contract. Denatured alcohol remained 
dull and rumors of price shading were 
not entirely lacking locally. 

Hydrastine and hyoscine were lower 
in view of the cheaper cost to replace 
and the exceptionally competitive mar- 
ket incident to the very narrow and 
poor consuming request at the pres- 
ent time. In fact, practically all minor 
alkaloids were under selling pressure 
and no price was near to being firm; 
“steady,” was the best that could be 
said about any quotation in this group. 

Codliver oil was without new devel- 
opment. Fishing results in Norwegian 
waters were poor. That in Lofoten 
has decreased materially and that in 
Finmarken were reported to be un- 
even, little of the fish caught being cod. 
For the moment, price activity seemed 
to have stopped but the market was 
potentially very firm, if not strong, be- 
cause of under production. The fu- 
ture movements of prices will depend 
solely on demand during the next con- 
suming season. 

Menthol® was considerably cheaper 
under the influence of very light con- 
suming request. Thymol, and thymal 
iodide was competitive and _ prices 
weakened, being still unsettled follow- 
ing the decline. Iron pyrophosphite 
and nitrate were in similar position. 

Agar Agar.—Spot prices were lower. 
No. 1 was noted at $1.05 to $1.10 per 
pound; No. 2, 95c. to $1; No. 3, 57%c. 
to 60c. These lower levels of value re- 
flected change in the import cost of 
the material. Demand was rather quiet. 
Buyers being inclined to await still 
lower quotations. 

Alcohol.—A routine market was the 
role during the past week. Sales have 
dropped materially since the heavy con- 
tract business was done on the break in 
prices, Sellers reported little doing 
during the period under review but 
also indicated that the market under- 
tones were being firmly maintained 
ind that prices were not subject to 


shading at the present time. The fol-

Aloin. — The raw material market 


was somewhat firmer in view of the 
damaged lots of gum that have been 
reported shipped from the primary 


market. <Aloin was in quiet demand 
at very steady prices. 
Antipyrine. — Production in this 


country was reported being sold on 
the basis of $2 per pound. Imported 
merchandise will be affected by man- 
ufacturer of the article here as it will 
likely raise the duty; assessment will 
likelv be made eventually on the basis 
of American market valuations. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts. — The 
market was steady. Inquiries were 
routine in character, but made a very 
fair showing in volume. Prices were 
well maintained, those for salts re- 
flecting the firmness noted in quota- 
tions for bismuth metal. 

Brucine. — Production of alkaloid 
was said to be running behind con- 
sumption and hence prices were firm 
on the basis of the recent advance. 
Sulphate was dull and without change, 

Cadmium Bromide. Quotations 
were lower at $1.35 to $1.45 per pound. 
This lower level of values came as the 
result of the much cheaper prices at 
which raw material has heen available 
for some time back. The market was 
reported to be steady. 

Cadmium Metal. Metal was un- 
changed in price, but was also rather 
steady at levels considered to be com- 
paratively cheap for the material. 
Quotations were 55c. to 60c. per pound, 
Reports from London indicated that 
the metal there was holding rather 
steady, but that stocks were somewhat 
larger than they had been. 

Castor Oil. — Competition continued 
active and was the more emphatic be- 
eause of the somewhat easier under- 
tone to raw material and the rather 
poor demand from manufacturing con- 
sumers. 

CHICAGO, May 6.—C. p. castor oil is 
marking time, and while some buyers 
claim they can buy material below the 
quotations of the principal sellers, the 
latter are doing a fair amount of busi- 
ness without shading price. Ruling prices 
are:—No. 1, drums, 12\%c. per pound; 
drums, less than car lots, 12%4c.; bar- 
rles, car lots, 12%c.; barrels, less than 
car lots, 12% c.; five-gallon tins, 13%¢c.; 
one-gallon tins, 15%c.: No. 3, drums, 
car lots, 115%c.; drums, less than car lots, 
12c.; barrels, car lots, 117%%c.; barrels, 
less than car lots, 12%4c. 

Codliver Oil.—Spot prices were 
steady without change and with un- 
dertones substantially firm to strong 
because of the continued shortage in 
Norwegian production and the very un- 
satisfactory result in the fishing at 
Finmarken, where cod were said to 
be searce in the nets of the fishermen. 

BERGEN, April 22.—The catch of cod 
since the opening of the season now 
amounts to 30,500,000, against 54,692,000 
for the corresponding week of last year, 
and the yield of steam-refined non-freez- 
ing oil is 44,607 barrels, against 64,630 
barrels at the same date last year. Lofo- 
ten fishing is now declining and results at 
Finmarken are uneven, little of the catch 
consisting of cod. 


Colchicine Alkaloid. — Undersupply 
was the rule and in view of the cam- 
paratively high cost of production, the 
replacement cost of alkaloid was such 
as to keep spot quotations almost 
strong. Demand remained within the 
recently conservative volume. 

Collodion.—Not very large demand 
was reported, but a steady movement 
into consumption proved sufficient to 
keep prices to a very steady spot posi- 
tion. 

Corn Syrup.—Grain was cheap but 
failed to show important change during 
the past week. Syrup remained steady 
with the leading producer reporting 
a very fair if not lively demand for 
all forms of the material. 

Ergotin. taw material has failed to 
develop pronounced trend of late. 
Prices have remained virtually un- 
changed for some time. Ergotin was 
in routine request at prices unchanged 
and apparently rather steady and well 
maintained, 

Ether.—Competition continued to he 
very keen. Production of synthetic 
ether has pressed the old line manu- 
facturers: of the material severely so 
far as consumption in the industrial 
field has been concerned. Prices, how-

Glycerin. The market was steady. 
’rices were well maintained and a 
very fair movement into manufactur- 
ing channels was reported. The de- 
liveries of chemically pure material 
against existing contracts was in good 
volume, buyers taking tenders rather 
promptly in most instances Unsold 
stocks in the hands of producers did 
not constitute a supply likely to have 
an adverse effect on prices should de- 
mand not expand.

Iron Hypophosphite.—Quotations 
were shaded to the basis of $1.50 to 
$1.55 per pound under competition and 
a decreasing sales volume in the mate- 
rial.

Iron Nitrate.—Quotations were 50c. 
to 55c. per pound and being lower, the 
market was also easier and very com- 
petitive in most directions.

Phenolphthalein—Routine request 
was said to be very fair. Quotations

Pro- 
duction and consumption were said to 
have been kept fairly well in line in 
order to avoid a gain in unsold stocks 
held by the producers. 

Phenylhydrazine Hydrochloride. — 
Wide differences in price and charac- 
ter of the materials offered continued 
to be noted. As to movement, it was 
mainly in small quantities for immedi- 
ate manufacturing requirements of a 
narrow and small number of produc- 
ers. 

Pilocarpine.—Hydrochloride and_ ni- 
trate continued to be offered at $3.25 
to $3.50 per ounce but the market was 
very competitive, in that respect con- 
forming the position of many minor 
alkaloids in this market. Demand was 
hand-to-mouth. 

Potash Guaiacol Sulphonate.—Quvuo- 
tations were $1.65 to $1.75 per pound 
under poor demand and rather plenti- 
ful stocks unsold in the hands of the 
leading sellers. Requirements of buyers 
were uniformly small and conditions 
did not promise expansion in their 
needs in the very nearby future. 

Potash Permanganate. — A quiet 
but verv stable market was the rule. 
Practically no competition of impor- 
tance has prevailed and hence sellers 
have been able to keep quotations 
well stabilized for a number of 
months. The movement to buyers was 
indicative of a not very heavy re- 
quirement on their part. 

Quicksilver. — Prices were stable at 
$102 to $103 per flask and while nota 
great deal of large business was done, 
a fairly good sale in small lots was 
said to have aided sellers in maintain- 
ing quotations free from fluctuation 
throughout the past week. Production 
has been reduced in this country. 

Quinine. — Price shading has been 
reported coincident with a decrease in 
the call for this article. Official quota- 
tions were 40c. per ounce, but reports 
had it that even small buyers were 
supplying their needs at prices at least 
as low as 38c. per ounce. 

Rochelle Salt. — Passably fair de- 
mand was noted in support of prices 
on the basis of 19c. per pound, un- 
changed and without sign of early 
alteration unless competition should 
gain much over its present conserv- 
ative activity. 

Saccharin. — The principal producer 
looks forward to a gain in sales vol- 
ume with the coming of the season 
when the beverage trade becomes more 
active in consuming this’. product. 
Prices were being maintained in a 
very steady and wholly stable position. 

Salicin. — Although comnetition was 
exceptionally keen, prices remained 
lowest at $8 per pound. The top price 
was $10, but under competition such 
a figure would be hard to justify, not 
to say maintain. 

Saponin. — Quotations were $1.25 
to $1.50 per pound. Many qualities of 
this article were available, but the 
above prices covered a fair average 
range in quality. Demand was not 
ported improved over that in recent 
weeks. 

Silver Nitrate. — The schedules of 
prices since the last report prevailed 
at the following levels, covering quan- 
tities of 100 ounces: small lots cost 
from lc. to 2c. more per ounce, and 
quantities of 500 ounces are quoted ot 
about le. less.

Spice Trade Association 
To Act on Doolittle Survey 


Action on a survey covering the 
American spice trade, made by Albert 
H. Doolittle, executive secretary of the 
American Spice Trade Association, will 
be the principal business of the asso- 


ciation at its annual meeting, May 13, 
in the Hotel Astor, this city. 
The survey prepared by Mr. Doolittle 


was authorized by the board of di- 


rectors and had for its purpose the 
development of a definite program of 
activities and plan of operation for 


the future conduct of the association; 
the study of methods of eliminating 


waste, correcting bad trade practices, 
and improving conditions within the 


industry; and the casting of plans for 
enlarging the market for the use and 
sale of spice and allied food items. 

The survey has been published in the 
standard magazine form and size. It 
comprises ninety-four pages, seven 
chapters, numerous graphs of trade 
trends, tonnage imported and sold, and 
price movements. 


The first five chapters are devoted 
to a minute and exhaustive study of 
trade conditions of all sorts. This 


study is crystallized in chapter six, in 
which is presented plans for the new 
organization, program of activities, 
trade-mark, by-laws, and plan of dis- 
tribution. Chapter seven is devoted 
entirely to the new plan. 

Copies of the survey are in the hands 
of the association members for study. 
The subject matter is not released for

N. J. Wholesale Drug Co. 
Stockholders Oppose I.D.A. 


137 to 105 the stock- 
holders of the New Jersey Wholesale 
Drug Company at their annual meet- 
ing at Newark May 7 passed a resolu- 
tion asking the board of directors to 
divorce the company from the Inde- 
pendent Druggists Alliance, described 
as an organization composed of retail 
druggists sponsored and fostered by 
Marketing Specialists, Inc., an Ilinois 
corporation headed by J. Frank 
Grimes. 

The Independent Druggists Alliance 
was formed about one year ago as a 
result of several conferences between 
Grimes and George I. Schreiber. of 
Newark. The plan was adopted by the 
board of directors of the wholesale 
drug company and contracts signed by 
Robert S. Sherwin, president, and 
Joseph J. Dreyer, secretary. The plan 
was placed into operation during the 
fall with a membership of some sixty- 
seven retail drug stores. 

The grand opening of the _ retail 
stores was announced by eight pages 
of advertising in a local paper on No- 
vember 21, featuring nationally known 
merchandise at cut prices and aroused 
stockholders who were not I. D. A. 
members to action. Within a few days 
after the advertisement appeared a 
meeting of stockholders was called in 
Newark and a committee of eleven 
elected to confer with the board of di- 
rectors in an effort to have the I. D. A. 
contract broken, as the opening sale 
had started a_ great neighborhood 
price-war and had divided the stock- 
holders into two factions—members 
and non-members of the new organ- 
ization.

Spring Slump in Demand Depresses Botanical Drug 
Sales Volume -- Profits Small Under a High Selling 


Cost--Competition Active--Crop Prospect Uncertain 


usiness was in the usual Spring 
slump last week in the market for 
botanical drugs. From practically all 
quarters the report was the same: 


demand was very light, was irregular 
from day-to-day, and was confined 
mainly to jobbing quantities. Price

pense, were reported earning their 
minimum; but the margin between 
the minimum and their gross commis- 
sions has been so narrow as to make 
profits for their several houses very 
small, if not nil. To a very consider- 
able extent, botanical houses are now 
doing business merely to keep their or- 
ganizations intact against the return 
of a more prosperous era; net profits 
are negligible under the present cir- 
stances. 

Medicinal botanicals came in for 
substantial price shading during the 
past week. For a time, they had been 
fairly steady, but the competitive un- 
dercurrent had been wearing down the 
resistance of sellers to buvers’ refusal 
to buy save at reduced prices. The 
result last week was a new flock of 
price recessions and a market de- 
pressed and highly competitive at the 
close of the trading period. 

But a few strong spots remained in 
evidence. These included Hungarian 
chamomile and psyllium seed. To these 
might be added the remark that ipecac 
root seemed to be tending toward the 
strong group if the report concerning 
purchases from firsthands be confirmed 
later. This report was to the effect 
that one or two, possibly both, dealers 
in this market had taken all firsthand 
stocks out of the market. The de- 
pressed prices for ipecac would seem to 
forecast higher levels if the weakness 
caused by surplus stocks in firsthands 
be removed. 

Prominent among the materials sell- 
ing at lower levels were buchu leaves, 
cardamom, Spanish saffron, calendula 
flowers, skulleap leaves, and mace.

Need of Cash Brings Sharp Cut in Wormseed Prices 


Here and in the Southern Market--Bergamot in Sharp 
Decline Abroad -- Spearmint Quotations Reduced 


Sharp break in the foreign prices 
for bergamot resulted in a materially 


lower quotation developing on the 
spot. Other changes were declines in 
quotations for erigeron, distilled gin- 
ger, sweet distilled orange, spearmint, 
tansy and wormseed.

Spearmint was reduced once 
the market was lamentably weak here 
and in the middlewest where sellers 
were anxious to reduce stocks before 
another crop should be added to the 
rather substantial carryover that 
seems to be the probable lot of the 
producers this year. Peppermint was 
unchanged, but was without basic im- 
provement; the market was still soft, 
spongy, and without much hope for 
improvement in view of the fact that 
the outlook for the new crop this 
year is considered to be excellent at 
= time. Tansy was shaded again: 
the drop reflected liquidation of stocks 
in the hands of local dealers. 

Almond.—Price for this. oil in 
drums was slightly low but that cover- 
ing the material in cans was without 
change on the basis of 45c. to 48c. per 
pound, The demand was hand-to- 
mouth most of the time during the 
week reviewed. 

Bay.—The undertone was. easier, 
sellers being disposed to compete 
rather vigorously in view of the fav- 
orable import position of the material. 

Bergamot.—Replacement costs have 
dropped sharply again and the foreign 
market was reported very weak and 
much unsettled at all times during the 
past week. Quotations on the spot were 
reduce to the basis of $1.65 to $2.30 per 
pound with sellers being inclined to 
accept bids.

Rectified 
was also unchanged at $2.10 to $2.20 
per pound. 

Caraway.—Raw material was main- 
tained abroad at its recently higher 
position. Oil on spot remained gen- 
erally firm even though consuming de- 
mand left a wide margin for improve- 
ment. 

Cardamom.—Cardamom seed de- 
clined sharply in the primary market, 
being the latest of a long continued 
series of reductions. Oil was unchanged 
but its position was weakened further 
by the drop in future production costs.

nel desired for sales is an important 
influence, said Thurston Merrel, so the 
problem demands individual treatment. 
Sales supervision requires that a 
manager keep informed through field 
trips in which his identity is not dis- 
closed to customers, said R. M. Cain, 
of the Abbott Laboratories. A man- 
ager must be adequately qualified and 
consider all details of sample cases, 
catalogs, and literature; must work 
with the men, and keep them informed. 
Every department in the office and 
the plant must co-operate. The train- 
ing of men and supervisors must be 
continuous, said R. Lincoln McNeil, of 
the McNeil Laboratories. Conditions 
are constantly changing and changes 
must be anticipated or at least met. 


Radio Advertising 


The growth and useful applications 
of radio advertising was discussed by 
Don Merrell, of the William S. Merrell 
Company, who outlined the various 
types composed, policies and rates. 
Good taste, honesty and quality are 
sential preferences of the audience. 
Motion picture advertising was 
discussed as effectual merchandising, 
education, and entertaining. The 
fulness of each type was explained 
and costs stated. Entertainment by 
sound films meet objections from 
audiences and exhibitors are generally 
antipathetic. It is too early to judge 
their real value. Educational films are 
popular and useful. 

What the chemist has done for the 
physician was outlined in a paper 
sent by Professor Roger L. Adams, of 
Illinois University and discussed by 
Mr. Dunning. 

Appreciation of the work of the ar- 
rangements committee, of which F. J. 
McDonough of McKesson & Robbins, 
Inec., was chairman, was expressed in 
a resolution offered by R. A. Whidden. 

Transportation problems were dis- 
cussed by Walter Norvell, of Parke, 
Yavis & Co., who explained several 
new rulings and commented on the 
problems connected with truck com- 
petition with railroads. 


Scientific Section 


Because many members of the scien- 
tific staffs of drug manufacturing 
houses were engaged in pharmacopeial 
work during the past year, routine 
studies by the various committees of 
the scientific section had been reduced 
toa minimum. For this reason several 
of the committees reported that they 
had largely stood by at the call of 
members of the association, and had 
not been called upon for much assist- 
ance, 

In the committee reports and in the 
discussions much emphasis was laid 
on the need for studies in respect of 
the stability of certain pharmaceutical 
preparations, among which, prepara- 
tions of ergot, digitalis, and mydriatic 
drugs were particularly mentioned. 
The committee on alkaloid and drug 
Standards sought to have records of 
earlier work in this direction made 
available. The subcommittee on ana- 
lytical assays reported on its work in 
the determination of alkali in milk of 
magnesia and suggested a change in 
the U. S. P. test. It also reported on 
work in the determination of ephedrine 


in inhalant preparations.

A review of conditions in the field 
of crude and milled drugs was pre- 
sented by the committee having that 


work in hand. Spurious valerian root, 


strophanthus seed, lily of the valley 
root, and buckthorn berries had been 
encountered during the year. Ipecac 


and goldenseal had been found to run 
high in active principle. Nux vomica 
generally was just up to the standard. 
The committee was of the opinion that 
the U. S. P. methods for soluble ex- 
tractives in ginger and gentian should 
be made more accurate anda rapid. 

Study of the stability of rennin and 
trypsin was reported by the commit- 
tee on digestive ferments and gland- 
ular products, a number of results of 
tests being presented. The committee 
Suggested that whole pituitary sub- 
stance be standardized on the basis of 
100 international units to the gram. It 
reported also that a study of bile salts 
Was under way. 

The committee on drug extracts 
reported the opinion that a 1-to-3 
powdered extract of digitalis seemed to 
be more practicable than the custom- 
ary 1-to-4 product of this class. Fur- 
ther work on the selection of a satis- 
factory test for the estrus-producing 
hormone was reported by the commit- 
tee on pharmacological assays. Study 
of the corpus luteum was authorized. 

Organic compounds of mercury and 
of arsenic were covered in the report 
of the committee on synthetic organic 
chemicals. These compounds seldom, 
it was said, contain the theoretical 
quantity of the base. The usual tests 
are not fully satisfactory, and further 
study will be made to overcome this 
draw back. 

It has been the purpose of the com- 
mittee on the vitamin assay of codliver 
oil to make this process practicable in 
the industry as a whole. The com- 





mittee offered standard specifications 
for the materials of rations required in 
the process. It recommended that the 
vitamin A standard be raised from 250 
to 400 units and that of vitamin B 
from 60 to 133 units, and urged that 
proposed U. S. P. tests be proved by 


experiment before being adopted. This 
report was discussed at length. The 


recommendations of the committee 
were favorably received and referred 
to the executive committee of the as- 
sociation. It was the general belief 
that the adoption of solutions or other 
preparations of vitamins as standards 
is not yet practicable; further work 
will be done in this connection. The 
recommendations of the committee 
were to be carried before the confer- 
ence on vitamins in codliver oil and 
related products, to be held in New 


York, May 7, in connection with the 
work of U. S. P. revision. 
In accordance with a policy ap- 


proved last year, several special papers 
reporting work of the joint A. D. M. A. 
and A. P. M. A. pharmaceutical con- 
tact committee were presented before 
the scientific section. 


Pharmaceutical Section 


In the opinion of the pharmaceutical 
section committee on catalog simplifi- 
cation, the association should revise 
its model manual of designations for 
pharmaceutical preparations. It was 
felt that the best plan would be to get 
out a completely new model, perhaps 
in mimeograph form. This matter was 
referred to the association’s executive 
committee. Work on catalog simplifi- 
cation will be continued. 

A deal of work on the labeling and 
filling of ampuls and on the sterility of 
these preparations was reviewed in the 
report of the contact committee. An 
interesting item was the report that 


special work on fluidextract of ergot 
and tineture of digitalis had been un- 
dertaken by two subcommittees. This 


work, it is expected, will require sev- 
eral years for completion. The contact 
committee offered a plan for the pub- 
lication of records of research work 
done in connection with its studies. 
Emphasis was given by the committee 
and by other members of the associa- 
tion to the fact that any member house 
can be represented in the working 
bodies of the contact committee, and it 
was stated that the widest participa- 


tion is most desirable. 
Thurston Merrell, chairman of the 
section commended the work of the 


contact Committee as valuably result- 
ful and well worth the cost to the 
members. C. P. Frailey, secretary of 
the association, told of the wide recog- 
nition given to the manual of pharma- 
ceutical standards and tests prepared 
by the committee, saying that it stood 
on a par with the pharmacopeia among 
those interested in pharmacal sub- 
jects. 

Work on the hydrogen ion concen- 
tration of tincture of nux vomica anti- 
septic solution, extract of witchhazel, 
and neutralizing cordial was reviewed 
by the committee on this activity. 
Better results had been obtained during 
the past year than in the preceding year, 
and the members of the committee 
felt that examinations could be under- 
taken with greater assurance of suc- 
cess. The committee considered the 
quinhydrone electrode better adapted 
to general work than the hydrogen 
electrode. Data were given to show the 
closer results obtained in the past year 
by various operators, and it was the 
opinion of the committee that its task 
in the future was to study the applic- 
ation of the hydrogen ion concentra- 
tion of preparations to the improve- 
ment of their stability and therapeutic 
value. 

It was the opinion of the section that 
the study of hydrogen ion concentra- 
tion in respect of its influence on fluid- 
extract of ergot and tincture of digit- 
alis should be carried on by the sub- 
committees of the contact committee 
engaged in the general study of these 
preparations. The work of the com- 
mittee on hydrogen ion concentrations 
will be co-ordinated with that of other 
committees and otherwise directed so 
as to be of the greatest possible value 
to the members of the association. 

The section voted to have its various 
committees furnish the association's 
secretary's office with the names of 
company laboratories whose work on 
various problems has been, and will 
be reported by members. This infor- 
mation will be furnished to members of 
the association with the assent of the 
officials and of the companies concern- 
ed in any report on which such in- 
formation is sought. 

The section elected F. W. Nitardy, of 
E. R. Squibb & Sons, New York, as 
its secretary. The chairmanship is an 
appoinitive office. 


Biological Section 


Further reports on anaerobic anti- 
toxins and diphtheria toxoid were fea- 


tures of the session of the biological 
section. Material progress toward the 
desired ends had been made during 


the vear. 
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This section also heard a discussion 
by the director of the National Insti- 
tute of Health of the problems pre- 
sented in the work mentioned and in 
other biological research. 

H. E. Foster of the Cutter Labora- 
tories, Berkeley, Cal., was elected sec- 
retary of the section.

Taxation 


Every member of this 
follow with keen interest 
trends of taxation in 
you have heard the statement of Sir 
Ernest Benn that the per capita debt of 
England in 1900 of $90, has risen to the 
stupenduous figure of $2,500 per capita 
in 1930, Unless effective measures can 
be taken to curtail expenditures, the tax 
burden of that country will effect a col- 
lapse of the British economic system. 

The experiences of Eng'and are not 
remote from those in our United States. 
The tremendous increases in local, state 
and federal taxation are raising a prob- 
lem of gigantic proportions. About 12 
percent of our national income goes to 
taxation. The outstanding debt of state 
and local governments has risen from 
$233 per capita in 1913 to over $105 in 
1928. In all fields of government en- 
deavor taxation is increasing. We have 


audience 
and alarm the 
Great Britain, and 


must 


the constant drain on the Treasury for 
the two politically favored groups, the 
veterans and the farmer, and there is 
little prospect of reducing or curtailing 
this burden. Our treasury deficit for the 
year erding June 30 will overrun one 
billion dollars. 

I have watched with keen interest con- 


siderations of tax measures in our various 
State legislative sessions of this winter. 
Tt is almost impossible to find a single 
case where genuine efforts are being made 
to reduce expenditures. It is, in fact. the 
common rule of the politician to either 
shift the tax burden, or more commonly 
to add on more and more tax burdens 
The only successful efforts to curtail 
taxes haye been where business groups 
have unselfishly devoted their time and 
energy to prevent fantastic and unsound 
tax measures being saddled on the people. 

We are developing a new kind of bread 
line—-the town looks to the country for 
certain financial support ; the county looks 
to the State and the State looks to the 
Federal treasury, and the corollary of this 
process is that the Federal government 
is supervising a part of the State opera- 
tions, the state a part of the county op- 
erations, and the county a ‘part of the 






town operations, 
Is prosperity to be limited to those who 








work for local, state or federal govern- 
ment? % 
This tax question as never before, con- 


cerns us all—the workingman, the farmer 


and the business man, and if there is 
ever to be a solution it must come from 
a strong public sentiment against waste 
and unsound expenditures. 
Anti-Trust Laws 

We have had a host of remedies sug- 
gested, many urge a revision of our anti- 
trust laws, which were written at a time 
when conditions were totally different 


from those existing today. No one doubts 


the wisdom of a legal check against a 
dominating monopoly. The administra- 


tion of our anti-trust laws has been aptly 


termed as purely “legalistic” with fre- 
quently a lack of recognition of the eco- 
nomic conditions. This demand for a 
reyision of our trust laws is well justi- 
fied. However, a more sober considera- 
tion of the present political situation 
raises serious doubt as to the wisdom of 
any attempts at anti-trust law revision. 
The latest case in point is the movement 


to curtail production and limitation of 
imports of oil. Here we can clearly see 
that a restricted program will be legalized 
only as a corollary to government price 
control. A revision of our trust laws 
is therefore more than likely to lead to 
a system of price control by the govern- 


ment, which would be a fatal blow to 
our present system of individualism 

There is no question that the ravages 
of over competition and ruthless price 
wars in this country are more damaging 
to the interests of the individual than 
is the toll exacted by controlled com- 
binations 

Our international bankers and _ free 
trade economists have advocated a lower- 
ing of the tariff as a remedy for the 
world depression. To this I have only 
one answer, the American market is and 


will inereasinely be the most imnortant 
market for the products of the American 


farm and the American factory How 
can increased imports of the product of 
the foreign farm and the foreign factory 
reduce unemployment? I am speaking 
only from the view point of the Amer- 
ican workman, the American farmer and 
the American business man. I am not 
concerned with an increased security for 





foreign loans to be paid for with foreign 
goods at the expense of our American 
standard of living. 

Every business man that I meet is 
seriously concerned with a fair and 
adequate solution of our business prob- 
lems and you therefore justly ask “What 


is the way out?’ My answer is there 
is nO Way out and never will be a way 
out until the American business man ac- 
tively participates in the political ac- 
tivities of our local, state and federal 
government. 

Neither the wild eyed politician nor 
the demagogue has a _ remedy. The 


remedy rests squarely upon the shoulders 


of the American business man, and it 
will only come when he gives his time 
and his energy to the solution of the 
problems of our business and our govern- 
ment which demands immediate atten- 
tion
